Huckaby, 35, had 43,327 votes and 
Passman 74, had 38983 votes Passman, 
who is chairman of the foreign operations 
subcommittee of the powerful House Ap- 
propriations Committee, was first elected 
to Congress in 1946 and had been reelected 
in each succeeding election 


During the campaign, Huckaby stressed

expense accounts and used his influence to 
get lucrative shipping contracts awarded to 
favored firms Passman denied the

Bandaranaike 


Yugoslavia has shipped in cable 


machines and teleprinters—with a stipula- 
tion that only Yugoslavs can make repairs 
— and the West Germans have constructed 
the building housing the press center 


After years of preparation and the 


spending of at least $50 million dollars, Sn 
Lanka — formerly Ceylon — is ready to 
play host to what is billed here <u> one of 
the largest-ever gatherings of world 
leaders the fifth nonaligned summit con- 
ference 


Eighty-five countries, nearly two-thirds 


of the United Nations membership, are 
expected to be represented at the four-day 
summit, which begins Monday 


With some national leaders, such as 


Uganda's Idi Amm, facing internal 
problems at home, the final list of 
delegates is not yet known But conference 
sources say that at least half the 
delegations will be led by heads of state or 
government 


These include Presidents Josip Broz Tito 


of Yugoslavia and Anwar Sadat of Egypt, 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro and the 
world's only two women pnme ministers, 


Indira Gandhi of India and Sinmavo Ban- 
daranaike of Sn Lanka 


First Summit in 1961 
They represent five of the 25 founding 


members of the first nonaugned summit 
conference in Belgrade in 1961 


The inaugural summit took place at a 


time of rising tensions between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, and the non- 
augned countries had little difficulty m 
achieving unity among themselves 


The Belgrade conference concluded with 


a dramatic, open appeal to U S President 
John F Kennedy and Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev to hold direct 
negotiations "to remove the danger of war 
in the world and enable mankind to em- 
bark upon the road of peace " 


Now, 15 years later, with Cold War ten- 


sions reduced and the great powers moving 
toward detente, the nonaligned nations 
acknowledge they have a crisis of identity 


In the view of Sn Lankan officials an im- 


portant task of the coming summit will be 
to re-examine and reinterpret the concept 
of nonahgnment 


The nonahgned countnes are divided 


into two camps a militant, pro-Soviet 
rrunonty that wants the movement to serve 
as an anti-Western alliance, and what is 
generally regarded as a moderate majonty 
that favors a neutral grouping independent 
of the great powers 


The moderates are believed to have the 


upper hand because their stand has been 
supported by Tito, who along with the late 
Jawaharlal Nehru of India and Gamal Ab- 
dul Nasser of Egypt first developed the 
nonaligned principle stressing in- 
dependence from power blocs 


One of the reasons for the identity cnsis 


is the mushrooming and more diverse 
membership in the nonahgned conference 


At present, the membership ranges from 


such militant Communist regimes as Viet- 
nam and North Korea to several nations 
with strong links with the West, including 
Malaysia, Singapore and Indonesia 


Significantly, membership questions 


have dominated the presummit procedural 
talks among nonahgned ambassadors and 
foreign ministers 


After considerable debate, the foreign 


ministers admitted Romania, Portugal and 
the Philippines into the nonaligned move- 
ment with guest status It marked the first 
time the movement has established formal 
links with countnes that belong to mul- 
tilateral military alliances 


Romania is a member of the Warsaw 


Pact, the Philippines of the Southeast 
Asian Treaty Organization and Portugal of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 


Bilateral Dispute 
Some bilateral disputes may also receive 


attention at the conference 


These include differences between 


Mauntama and Algeria over the Western 
Sahara, between Syna and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization — a full member 
of the conference — over Lebanon, 
between Kenya and Uganda over charges 
of interference in each other s internal af- 
fairs, and between India and Bangladesh 
over sharing of waters from the Ganges 
River 


Nevertheless by the time the summit 


conference ends next Thursday, the non- 
ahgned leaders are expected to be able to 
achieve enough unity to issue a ' Colombo 
Declaration" outlining their views of the 
world today 


Traditionally, votes are never taken at 


nonahgned meetings Instead, consensus is 
achieved, with the final communiques and 
statements containing some things for all 
factions of the conference 


Many delegations, in their arrival 


statements, have implied that they do not 
favor lengthy discussions of political issues 
Instead, they have said they hope this sum- 
mit will concentrate on economic issues 
and evolving policies to help the developing 
nations 


Sn Lanka has drawn up a proposed 


economic action program that calls for the 
establishment of multinational enterprises 
among developing nations and of producer 
associations to promote the export of 
pnmary products from the worlds poor 
countnes

direction to a meeting in Ecuador that 
was raided by machine gun-toting police 
who broke up a Roman Catholic con- 
ference and carried off 17 bishops 20 
priests and 6 nuns a US bishop said after

Fridav the participants had been invited 
to leave the country Government Minister 
Xavier Mannque accused the participants 
of entering Ecuador ' in a deceitful 
manner and of dealing with subversive 
matters

arrived in Miami on Saturday night two

Objectivity 
Questioned 


Washington (AP) - Cross-ties with 


banks holding companies, lobbying groups 
and giant corporations raise serious 
questions about the objectivity of the 
Federal Reserve System, Rep Henry 
Reuss said Saturday 


Reuss chairman of the House Banking 


Committee, questioned whether the 
nation s central bank might be caught in a 
serious conflict of interest because of the 
business ties of its directors 


His comments came in the forward to a 


committee staff report which said that 
banks and big business dominate the 
operations of the Federal Reserve System 


Officials of the Federal Reserve had no 


immediate comment on the report, except 
to note that the House and Senate have ap- 
proved separate legislation increasing the 
number of members of the public serving 
as directors 


Network of Ties 
In the 121-page report the staff showed a 


network of ties between the 269 directors 
of the dozen district banks and the 25 
branch banks to the most potent sectors of 
the economy 


Despite claims by the Fed that the bank 


boards represent ail walks of We even a 
cursory examination of the directorships 
reveals a heavy domination by corporate 
America and influence by the financial in- 
dustry which extends far beyond the 
statutory requirement, the report said 


In fact, m many areas, the list of 


Federal Reserve directors reads like a 
blue-ribbon list of Who s Who in American 
corporations,' the report said 


Reuss questioned whether the Federal 


Reserve was not caught in a serious con- 
flict of interest when so many directors 
have links to bank holding companies — 
vet as Fed directors are in charge of 
supervising the regulation of those same 
holding companies 


The report said 71 holding companies 


controlling 687 banks are represented 
through directors on the Fed district and 
branch banks 


It is difficult, if not impossible for the 


bank directors on the district and branch 
boards to avoid real or potential conflict of 
interest situations the report said 


Different Views Lacking? 
Reuss said another question raised by 


the report is the lack of diversity of views 
fed into the Federal Reserve about the 
economic conditions in the country This 
affects the Fed s decisions on how easy or 
hard to make it to get credit which has a 
spirahng influence on the overall economy 


Despite getting new duties in recent 


vears to oversee the consumer credit 
protection and equal credit opportunity 
acts, Reuss said, the Fed has no directors 
who represent consumer, labor or small 
business groups On the contrary, he said, 
the bulk of the directors have ties to lob- 
bung groups which have opposed con- 
sumer reforms and have fought organized 
labor 


Small farmers are absent, Reuss said 


Small harness is barely visible \o 
women appear on the district boards and 
only six among the branches Sj stem-wide, 
only 13 members of minority groups 
appear 


The report said the Fed s lobbying cam- 


paigns are often indistinguishable from 
that of the corporate-banking lobby — 
oftentimes with the campaigns lead by 
directors who are also bankers and cor- 
porate executives

New Law Provides Energy Conservation Measures 


Washington (AP) - President Ford 


signed into law Saturday a major energy 
bill that will boost gasoline prices up to 
oneJiaU cent a gallon and provide $2 billion 
in long-term guarantees to encourage 
energy-saving efforts by large users 


The new law also extends the We of the 


Federal Energy Administration for 17 
more months, until Dec 31,1977 


It provides a variety of incentives to 


produce more domestic oil, including the 


lifting of crude-oil price controls from 
wells producing less than 10 barrels of oil a 
day 


Such ' shipper' wells account for about 


15r 
f of the nation s oil production, and the 


incentives translate into fl billion a year 
added to the once consumers pay for 
domestic oil products according to con- 
gressional energy specialists 


The specialists said that in the case of 


gasoline, this will account for an increase 


for consumers of about one-half cent a 
gallon 


Stnpper well production had been free 


from federal once controls pnor to enact- 
ment of an energy law last December The 
exemption contained m the new law allows 
stnpper well pnces to climb from 111 63 to 
roughly f 1318 a barrel

The portable chemical toilet, 


nee outhouse, is a cabana-like 
structure about 4 feet square and 
6'z feet high, which sits on 
wooden skids. Skylights have 
superseded half-moons, except 
for antediluvian ornamentation. 
Its interior conveniences consist 


of one seat, one urinal and one 
holding tank, usually with a 65- 
gallon capacity. 


Virginia Fiberglass Products 


Inc. of Roanoke is in the out- 
house manufacturing business 
and probably has sold as many 
units as anyone. 


Ten years ago, a former 


salesman from Buffalo, N.Y., by 
the name of Frank Van Balen 
was operating a holding job shop 
in Roanoke when a man from 
Richmond stopped by and asked 
whether Van Balen could make 
some outhouses. 


Threw Him Out 
"I thought he was nutty and 


threw him out," Van Balen 
remembers. But the potential 
customer persisted. Van Balen 
made 100 units for him and 
stored the molds in front of his 
shop. 


Then a man from Hagerstown 


spied the molds ... 


"It suddenly dawned on me 


there was a market there. I 
loaded an outhouse on a pickup 
truck and started calling on 
dealers." That was 25,000 to 30,- 
000 units ago, and from Van 
Balen's initial capital investment 
of $8,000 has developed a com- 
pany that expects to realize $1 
million in outhouses this year. 


Outhouses have been used in 


the White House's Rose Garden 
(at Tricia Nixon's wedding), at 
the British Embassy (the 
flushing kind, of course, for 
Queen Elizabeth's recent visit), 
on the steps of the Capitol (May 
Day demonstration), at hun- 
dreds of construction sites and at

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Court Seat Keeps Powell From Friends

Atlanta — He smiles when he 


hears the question; the answer is 
so obvious. Yes, it is a rarefied 
life. Yes, it is strange. 


And yes, he says after a while, 


there are things he misses. 


Lewis F. Powell Jr., associate 


justice of the Supreme Court, 
would like to be able to have 
lunch or dinner with some of his 
old friends. He would like to talk 
politics. He would like his son 
and his youngest daughter to be 
happier about his job. 


He would even like to have 


time to read a trashy book, or at 
least, as he says, "I still would 
like to be able to read just a 
book, whether it is trash or not." 


More Positives 
There are tradeoffs. Lewis 


Powell has gotten to like being, 
on the court, and he thinks that 
the privilege and the opportunity 
and the institution outweigh 
what he calls "the negatives." 


But it has changed his life, 


cloistering him, putting him 
apart from friends he has known 
for years, making demands on 
his time and his family that he 
had not expected before he took 
his seat Jan. 7,1972. 


In an interview here, where he 


was attending the American Bar 
Assn. (ABA) meeting, he 
described changes that he had 
encountered — and in doing so, 
provided a rare insight into the 


private life of a Supreme Court 
justice. 


He portrayed a life that, to an 


outsider at least, sounded lonely 
and split into two nearly distinct 
parts — his life in Washington, 
where he and his wife, 
Josephine, took a small apart- 
ment a 15-minute ride from the 
court, and his life in Richmond, 
his hometown, where he has 
kept his old home and where he 
spends most of his time in the 
court's summer recess. 


Lawyer Friends 
In Washington, for instance, 


he almost never eats lunch or 
dines with any of his old friends 
from the legal profession. This is 
a huge dent, for he is 68 years old 
now and was in private practice 
for almost 40 years before 
joining the court. His friends 
tend to be lawyers. 


One friend is Leon Jaworski, 


the special Watergate prosecutor 
for a year. 


"When Leon Jaworski came to 


Washington," Powell said, "We 
had them to dinner in our apart- 
ment. They reciprocated by 
having us to the Madison." 


It made the newspapers and 


that ended the dinners. 


"We then just agreed we 


couldn't dine together," he said 
ruefully. "We had dinner with 
the Ed Levis (Edward H. Levi, 
the attorney general, and his 
wife, Kate). "We made The 
Washington Star." 


This time, Powell decided to

keep his friendship. 


Joining the court has also 


affected his family. Powell and 
his wife had been only 
"moderately social" over the 
years, he said, but his social life 
now is far more limited. 


In Richmond, the Powells 


were used to friends calling up 
and suggesting dinner. In 
Washington, when they go out, it 
is invariably to a black tie dinner 
party, and the invitations are 
engraved. 


There have been other 


changes. Most Washington 
dinner parties are during the 
week, and the Powells now will 
often spend Saturday night at 
home, with Mrs. Powell cooking 
dinner. Another change: "Jo's 
learned to cook. She never 
boiled water till we came to 
Washington." 


Powell seems wistful about 


these changes. But there is one 
effect on his family that he said 
he did feel badly about 


He and his wife have what the 


justice calls a "pre-World War H 
family and a post-World War II 
family" - two older daughters 
each married, one living in 
Texas and one in Virginia; a 
younger (laughter, Molly, a 
lawyer who is married and living 
in Oregon, and a son, Lewis, who 
is in law school. 


Younger Not Enchanted 
The younger two, Powell said, 


were "not enchanted" with their 
father's job. 


"Being on the court has been a 


little bit of a burden for my 
lawyer children," he said. "Mol- 
ly does not like to be identified 
as a daughter of a Supreme 
Court justice." She got each of 
her jobs — first in a law firm in 
Los Angeles, then in a firm in 
Oregon — without disclosing her 
father's identity. She did tell 
each firm afterwards out of 
necessity. 


Of his son, Powell remarked: 


"He's never said this to me, but 
I'm sure he wishes his name was 
not Lewis Franklin Powell 3rd." 


In Washington, while the court 


is in session, Justice Powell said 
he spends six days a week there. 
On Saturdays, he goes in an hour 
or so later than usual, at 9:30, 
often carrying a sandwich 
prepared by his wife and "one 
can of Budweiser." Sundays, he 
does some work at home. 
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If the 1976 Democratic National Conven- 


tion in New York last month was Dullsville to 
Americans who are drop-in spectators of the 
constant political theater, the Republican 
Convention this week offers genuine excite- 
ment. 


The 31st Republican National Convention 


opening in Kansas City Monday morning is 
tighter than a male ballet dancer's britches. 


Gerald Ford's people say they have 1,135 


delegates in the barn — five more than are 
needed for the Wednesday night presidential 
nomination. That evokes hoots from the 
battlements of Fortress Reagan. Out of the 
swing pool of uncommitted delegates will 
come the votes to nominate Ronald Reagan, 
they claim. 


Somebody's confused. Or stretching it. 
And that central confrontation is played 


against a series of subordinate plots and in- 


trigues, wherein ideologues of the right frame 


chaste white. 


It's exciting stuff. 
It could be so enthralling to the par- 


ticipants they tend to forget whoever is the 
nominee must contend with the problem of 
defeating a nominee of the united, larger 
Democratic Party. 


The paradox is that the American popular 


mood today seems quite friendly to political 
candidates who stand for less adventuresome 
government and behave that way, in office. 
That's historic Republican turf. 


What the next few days may reveal is 


whether the Republicans suffer self-inflicted 
wounds so deep they'll lack the blood to really 
fight for turf, majority public support and all, 
in September, October and November. 


Don9! Let Them Escape 


Much on the congressional agenda will 


slide into limbo this fall as controlling 
Democrats anticipate one of their faith being 
restored to the White House next year. 


Yet partisanship should play not a frac- 


tion of a fraction hi Congress acting on a 
serious deficiency in the Social Security Act. 
It's something beyond partisanship. The 
loophole is that language allowing public 
workers now in the Social Security system to 
get out. 


Because of concerns universally shared 


about the future fiscal health of the system, 
plus the political power ability of some mighty 
public employe union groups to extort richer 
pension benefits from legislative bodies, 
public worker groups increasingly are quitting 
the Social Security system. 


This looking-out-for-No. 1 behavior is un- 


derstandable. It rates very low on the scale of 
civic understanding and responsibility. 


Social Security today is a hugely different 


program from that established in the 1930s, 
even if the original primitive characterization 
holds dominant hi many minds. Social Securi- 
ty now joins a safety net insurance protection 
for widows, orphans and tile disabled with a 
calibrated retirement floor based on past ear- 
nings, income protection for the elderly and 
handicapped and medical care for the aged. 


It's too much; actuarial soundness spliced 


with great social purposes. 


A 1968 Brookings Institute study con- 


cluded Social Security's root problem was in 
attempting "to solve two problems with one 
instrument: How to prevent destitution 
among the aged poor and how to assure peo- 
ple who had adequate incomes before retire- 
ment with benefits that are related to their 
previous standard of livings." The proposition 
ultimately must be confronted by Congress. 


But allowing the membership of the 


Social Security system to be diminished by as 
much as 10% through public employe group 
defections weakens chances for the welcomed 
future resolution. Revenue declines; so does 
the volume of internal pressure for correction. 


Public employe groups which want out 


automatically load more carrying weight on 
private sector workers who don't have such an 
escape hatch. 


The great leaps in Social Security payroll 


taxes on workers in recent times, financing 
larger benefits for those already retired, has 
hit business with exactly the same dollar 
force, too. There is statistical reason to 
believe the decline in the percentage of 
federal corporate income tax revenues to the 
U.S. Treasury from 1954 to 1975 — from 30% 
down to 14% — was caused in part by the shift 
of employer taxes, from income to Social 
Security. 


Whatever logic was advanced in the 


beginning for permitting public worker 
groups to opt out of the Social Security system 
no longer is persuasive. Congress should ce- 
ment over that loophole before 1976 is history. 


Shaking Up the FBI 


Clarence Kelley. FBI director, sounds 


like a man treading desperately in hot water. 


First, he had to admit he was wrong when 


he said the FBI had stopped committing 
burglaries in the 1960s. Kelley has now dis- 
covered some doings of this sort in 1972 and 
1973. For that matter, these black bag jobs 
may still be going on — Kelley concedes he 
doesn't actually know all that's going on in his 
agency. He also acknowledges some FBI of- 
ficials have bed to him, and morale is bad. 
Finally, only now, in his fourth year as direc- 
tor, is lie undertaking the kind of shakeup his 
agency obviously needs. 


Indeed, Kelley sounds almost like a man 


on the verge of resigning or being fired. Cer- 
tainly he doesn't sound like a man on top of 
his job. He doesn't sound like J. Edgar 
Hoover, for example. 


But the very fact Kelley doesn't sound 


like Hoover is in his favor. Hoover, the late 
director, would never have been so open and 
candid about the bureau's difficulties. 
KeUey's willingness to'level with the people 
about his problems is an argument for giving 
him more time to straighten out the FBI 
mess. 


And mess seems the only word for it As 


more becomes known about the FBI under 
Hoover - the burglaries, the dossiers 
assembled on law-abiding citizens, alleged 
financial shenanigans and dirty tncks of 
several varieties — it becomes plain that at 


some point the bureau was transformed, at 
least partly, from a national law enforcement 
agency into a political apparatus with secret 
poke trappings, often serving Hoover's per- 
sonal interest rather than the nation's. Some 
of that atmosphere apparently lingers, fed by 
officials loyal to the late director and oriented 
to his way of misdoing business. 


Consequently, it would be unrealistic to 


expect Kelley or anyone to straighten out such 
a situation overnight. And if the current direc- 
tor has moved deliberately, he is at last taking 
steps to clean house. Top aides are resigning 
or being fired, and the most extensive internal 
reorganization in almost 40 years is underway. 


Meanwhile, the Justiee Department is 


pressing an investigation of the burglary 
matter. It has granted immunity from 
prosecution to several agents in return for 
their testimony against others. If that's the 
only way the department can get the goods on 
those responsible, the immnity can be 
justified. What is vttal is that Justice officials 
pursue the case to the stage of presenting 
evidence to a grand jury. 


As valuable as anything Kelley. might do 


within the bureau is a demonstration, to of- 
ficials and agents, that any misdeeds on their 
part will risk not only internal discipline but 
the normal processes of the law. Such an 
example will make it easier for Kelley, or any 
successor, to keep the FBI on the straight and 
narrow

OOP's Marc Antony 


When he was 11 years old, Howard Baker won 


hill town of Huntsville, Term. Monday night, as 
keynote speaker at the Republican National 
Convention, the Tennessee senator could win 
another prize, the vice presidency. 


"If Howard turns them topsy-turvy," says a 


Republican veteran, "Gerald Ford could suck that 


applause ratings" 


While keynote speeches ordinarily are sweaty, 


trite set-pieces, which are as soon and gladly 
forgotten as party platforms, they can make a 
difference. Howard Baker reminds you right away 
that Alben Barkley literally talked himself into a 
place on the Democratic ticket in 1948 in Chicago. 


Quite apart from its effect on his own future, 


Baker's assignment ranks in challenge with that of 
Marc Antony at Caesar's funeral He must give 
heart to a party peeled back to its hard core by dis- 
grace and scandal and representing no more than 
2<Fc of the electorate. He must persuade it, 
although it is plainly spkt down the middle, that it 
is capable of brotherly'ove and unity, beguile it 
into believing that it can, in the face of humiliating 
polls, win in November. 


That would in itself'tax Demosthenes, but 


there are gritty particulars that are just as daun- 
ting. How, in the de rigeur calling of the roll of 


the name of Richard Nixon, toe author of these 
woes? 


You might have thought, in light of the unique- 


ly formidable nature of the task, that Baker might 
have gone to the masters for inspiration. But Baker 
is a politician, and politicians are always most 
fascinated by their peer group. So instead of im- 
mersing himself in Shakespeare, the Bible, Gib- 
bon's "Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire" or 
Edmund Burkes Conciliation Speech, the senator 
went through the yellowing pages of previous 
keynote speeches back to 1856 


"They were all pretty awful," he says of 


previous efforts, "except for John Pastore's at the 
1964 Democratic convention. I've read it twice and 
I've fastened to a recording of it As a Republican, it 


made my hair stand on end, but it was a nice en- 
try- 


Baker also has re-read with considerable relish 


the 1952 convention remarks of his late father-in- 
law, Sen. Everett McKinley Dirksen, who was to 
become a cult figure to lovers of full-blown prose. 
On that famous and dire occasion, he pointed a 
finger at Thomas E Dewey and accused him of 
leading the party to defeat 


Baker's task is the exact opposite. He must 


paper over the differences between Mowers of the 
hard-pressed incumbent and the stubborn 
challenger. He has already submitted drafts to both 
camps Baker has taken his central text from the 
speeches he has been giving since the televised 
Watergate hearings made him a star. He has been 
telling audiences that politics is important. He has 
added several partisan notes, the most striking of 
which is the flat declaration that the Republicans 
can beat Jimmy Carter in 1976. 


Baker insists he believes it. No one bas ever 


been charged with perjury for promises or claims 
made in a keynote speech. 


Baker thought the films that introduced Sen. 


John Glenn and Rep Barbara Jordan, the 
Democratic convention keynoters, were a hokey 
touch Baker's going on cold in Kansas City. 


Spontaneity is something new for the 


Republicans. They tell themselves they like it 
better than the robot-drills of the Nixon years. If 
Baker takes off Monday night, the delegates might 
do something really spontaneous and clamor for his 
nomination as Ford's running mate.

Kansas City presents the opposite case. It has 


space galore and a booming base in agri-bosiiiess 
and as a regional center. The steady move of peopte 
off mechanized farms has provided the city and 
surrounding towns with a labor pool of willing but 
undemanding workers. They have, as a local lawyer 
put it, "good fingers and no brains" - the ideal 
combination for auto assembly lines, printing, 
plastics and unsophisticated electronics. 


Air-conditioning and a profusion of man-made 


lakes have snuffed out the summer inferno that 
made this an impossible place to live. It was 
pleasing last week, even when the mercury hit 97. 


Not surprisingly there has been what local 


boosters call a renaissance As Morton Sosland of 
the Milling and Baking News said the other day. 
"Kansas City is still a cow town But we're proud to 
be a cow town." 


Pride has given rise to a host of civic 


developments Kansas City has a new sports com- 
plex and major league teams in football, baseball 
and basketball. It is a leading center of medical 
research and enjoys a notable collection of Chinese 
art Though the supposed supremacy of its 
restaurants is a piece of low camp, there are 
several posh eating spots, hotels and shopping 
centers in town. 


Those features, of course, are to be found in 


many other regional centers of areas which have 
grown nch off the production of raw material for 
food and energy. Houston, Dallas, Atlanta, 
Minneapolis and Denver are similar cases. They 
assert a central fact of recent American life - the 
diffusion of economic power. 


But political power has not accompanied 


economic power For one thing, the growing 
centers of the country are almost without national 
voice. This town, and most of those like it, par- 
Ucipate in only minute degree in the making of the 
national dialogue. What passes for opinion in the 
country, as distinct from power, is manufactured 
by the networks, news magazines and great 
newspapers centered in New York, Washington 
and Los Angeles. 


Those institutions bear only a tiny relation to 


the rapidly growing part of the country. "When I 
watch television," the head of a local research in- 
situte told me, "I think people on the two coasts 
don't know what's happening. And you know 
what?" he added. "I don't care." 


That last remark, moreover, articulates what 


seems to me Ike prcvautag philosophy of forward- 
looking America. It te aa "Fm all right, Jack" at- 
titude not at all cooMmaat with the patroniziig 
Eastern DOOM that the "Midwest bas such rice 
people." It is a highly materialistic approach, self- 
centered to the pott of being at odds with political 
power. 


The well-to-do fanners and businessmen feel 


little responsibility for Americans in trouble. They 
mainly want to cut taxes, and other forms of 
"government interference," so they can make 
more money. In part because they have not par- 
ticipated m the national diatogiK, they are prone to 
a greediness which they are pleased to call "conser- 
vatavism." 


The upshot is an unresolved political conflict

Genuflecting While Running Opens

presidents turn into presidents with increasing 
regularity of late, there's nothing to the job to 
recommend it. 


Even with an the "make-work" adornment 


of recent vice presidencies, the job remains the 
oldest permanent floating con game in the federal 
establishment 


Benjamin Franklin once suggested the occu- 


pant, be titled "His Superfluous Excellency." 
Thomas Marshall, who served under President 
Wilson, described himself as "a man in a catalep- 
tic state. He cannot speak, he cannot move, he 
suffers no pain and yet he is perfectly conscious 
of everything that is going on around him." 


The vice president's predicament was more 


aptly described by John Nance Garner, who held 
it for two of Franklin Roosevelt's terms. Garner 
called it "a no-man's land somewhere between 
the executive and legislative branches." The 
Constitution assigns him only the task of 
presiding over the Senate, a meaningless post in a 
chamber that prefers absence over presence 


Meanwhile, should he stray into the White 


House without invitation, bells go off and 
presidential aides scan him suspiciously. Small 
wonder that Garner happily surrendered the vice 
presidency with the earthy Teas jibe that "It 
ain't worth a bucket of warm spit." 


So how come a perfectly sensible Minnesota 


senator named Walter Mondate snuggled into 
Jimmy Carter's arms when the No. 2 spot on the 
Democratic ticket was tendered him? And why 
did a liberal Pennsylvania Republican named 
Richard Schweiker suddenly begin sounding like 
a born-again conservative when Ronald Reagan 
beckoned him to share a potential Reagan ticket? 


Simply because the office has become the 


best modern springboard into the presidency - 
by emergency or by claiming the party's presiden- 
tial nomination in four or eight years time. Of our 
41 vice presidents, 18 ultimately became presi- 
dent or sought their parry's nomination. Four of 
our last six presidents were former vice 
presidents. 
. .. 
For the honor of this eventual opportunity, 


vice presidents and potential ones fawn over their 
superiors and subject theruselves to the kind of 
hazing that schools now ban as cruel and unusual 
punishment. 


Until Eisenhower came along, presidents 


usually just ignored their vice presidents. That 
may have been the gentlest pain But Be 
fashioned all kinds of prestigious-sounding but 
empty duties for Richard Nixon. 


For eight years, Nixon pretended it all was 


very important to the nation and then, shortly 
after announcing for the presidency in 1960, he 
heard a reporter ask Eisenhower what major 
decisions Nixon had participated in. Blurted Ike: 
-If you give me a week, I might think of one." 


Kennedy kept Lyndon Johnson busy with 


outer space and overseas funerals. Johnson suited 
Hubert Humphrey in cowboy togs and com- 
manded him to pose for pictures. Bored with hie 
under Nixon, Spiro Agnew made himself a 
household word on the speaking circuit and 
thereafter became a dirty word in the Nixon 
White House Jerry Ford bowed and scraped 
while Nixon smirked behind the vice president's 
back. And whenever in his life has a proud Nelson 
Rockefeller consumed so much humble pie as un- 
der President Ford' 


But no matter. A few days from now, some 


eager soul will be nominated as vice president on 
the Republican ticket and be expected to outdo 
Walter Mondale in the art of genuflecting while 
running

Authority and, as such, his job is 
to control weeds, not to 
propagate them. Webch's yard, 
if you can caD it a yard, is fufl of 
bindweed. Bindweed is 
designated by law as a noxious 
weed and it is illegal to spread 


it by the moving of the bindweed 
infested soil from one area to 
another. 


I also believe it is the duty of 


the weed control authority, of 
which Welsch is a member, to 
order a municipality or other 
governmental agency to clean up 
or eradicate noxious weeds 
which may be found on such 
municipal property. 


In addition to the above men- 


tioned violations, the City of Lin- 
coln has a weed inspector whose 
job it is to issue a legal notice to 
property owners, such as 
Welsch, to cut weeds over six in- 
ches high. Failure to do this con- 
stitutes a misdemeanor and 
makes the violator subject to a

Pointe-A-Pitre, Guadeloupe 


(AP) - More than 30,000 
residents of this Caribbean 
Island were ordered to leave 
their homes Saturday as La 
Soufriere volcano trembled and 
spewed forth ashes and steam 
vapor. 


Jean-Claude Aurousseau, ad- 


ministrator of the French island, 
ordered the evacuation of Basse 
Terre, Guadeloupe's second 
largest town. 


"There is no immediate 


peril," he said, "but the situa- 
tion is grave. The next few days 
will be difficult." He added 
seismic acivity was expected to 
continue "and probably will get 
worse" 


Police patrolled the town's 


^abandoned streets to prevent 
looting. 


Steam and ashes were 


belching from a huge crack 1,500 
feet below the cone of the 
volcano. 


Michael Feuillard, director of 


the Globe Laboratory near the 
foot of the volcano, said the 
situation was more dangerous 
now than when the crack first 
opened about six weeks ago. He 
said the presence of new ash in 
the vapor meant it was coming 
from much deeper in the earth. 


When La Soufriere - French 


for sulfur mine—began acting in 
early July thousands of persons 
fled from their homes to escape 
the foul-smelling gases, steam, 
mud and showers of ash. 


An estimated 25,000 people 


left or were evacuated from the 
volcano zone in the two days 
following its first outburst in 20 
years. But within a week most 
had returned, apparently calling 
the volcano's bluff. One man 
said, "Soufriere is like one of the 
family." 


Generally the island's 


residents do not view the 
volcano as a serious threat. 
Guadeloupe's elite have built 
lavish homes around it, 
preferring the cool mountain air 
of La Soufriere to the humid 
heat of Point-A-Pitre, the 
island's capital 


On Thursday, however, the 


4,869-foot mountain with the 
blast furnace on top increased its 
rumblings, leading to the current 
evacuations. French authorities 
reported 193 tremblers on 
Friday and 52 Saturday morning. 


Authorities said that the 


evacuation of Basse-Terre took 
place in calm conditions with 


most of its residents being 
moved either to west coast 
towns or to Pointe-A-Pitre. Vital 
services were being maintained 
in the town by police and 
skeleton crews of municipal of- 
ficials. 


Basse-Terre has a population 


of 14,700. The area around it, in- 
cluding the villages of Saint- 
Claude and Baillif, whose 
evacuation was ordered Friday, 
has 38,700 inhabitants, according 
to the French Ministry of 
Overseas Territories. 


Haroun Tazieff, France's best 


known volcano expert, said after 
inspecting the Soufriere in early 
July that there was practically 
no risk of a lava flow of the kind 
that leveled the town of Saint 
Pierre on the neighboring island 
of Martinique when Montague 
Pelee erupted in 1902. 


"We went through a phase in 


July that wasn't dangerous 
because they were just smoke 
emissions," Aurousseau said. 
"Now we're into a molten phase, 
which means that we've found 
fresh magma or molten rock in 
the volcanic dust. That proves 
that the magma is rising." 


Volcano experts flown to the 


site at the southwest comer of 
the island, located roughly 
between Puerto Rico and 
Trinidad, told reporters that 
they expected the eruptions to 
continue, but that no major 
eruption was expected in the 
short term. 


The Soufriere, which has 


never had a major volcanic erup- 
tion, began its latest phase of ac- 
tivity in March. Volcano experts 
gave reassuring reports in- 
dicating small likelihood that 
there would be a major eruption, 
and when President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing flew over the 
crater May 22, while en route 
back to France from a visit to 
the United States, the volcano 
seemed to have calmed down. 
U.S. Extending 
Loan to Egypt 


Cairo (UPI) — The United 


States has decided to extend a 
new $100 million loan to Egypt, 
boosting the volume of 
American aid so far this year to 
$1 billion, the newspaper Al 
Ahram said. 


It said the money would be

But Not Quitting 'Happy Days

Los Angeles (AP) — "I wish 


you would print that Henry 
Winkler is not leaving 'Happy 
Days.' People all over the coun- 
try have been hearing rumors 
that I was walking out.. I 
wouldn't do that. I know where I 
was before the series started, 
and I know where I am now. I do 
not take that lightly." 


These were Henry Winkler's 


opening words as he reported for 
an interview during a rehearsal 
lunch break at Paramount 
Studio. After a two-day absence, 
he had appeared for the start of 
the fourth season of ABC's hit 
comedy, "Happy Days." He 
seemed content, but not 
noticeably happy. In fact, he did 
not smile during the entire con- 
versation. 


Moral Position 
The actor talked about the in- 


cident that prompted rumors of 
his departure from the series: 


"I was gone for two days but I 


did not bold up production; they 
iwere able to work around me. I 
did not report at the start of the 
season because I held a position 
which was morally correct. 


"I realized that certain 


executives of the company 
(Paramount) were patting me on 
the back at the same time they 
were ripping me off. What they 
were paying me was a drop in 
the bucket compared to the ear- 
ning power of we show. 


"All I need is my self-respect 


and my life. 
Unfortunately, 


respect in this town comes from 
earning power, not ability. A 
craftsman no longer exists by his 
ability, but by the paraphenalia 
that surrounds success. So 1 
decided to take a stand. What I 
did was correct." 


Winkler said he stayed away 


from negotiations, letting his 
lawyer do the work. His contract 
was improved, adding a larger 
share in the merchandizing of 
products bearing his likeness. 


"Before, I had very little say 


in the merchandizing," he said, 
"and some bad things happened. 
Like selling panties that bad my 
face next to a 13-year-old crotch. 
That's pretty tasteless. Now I 
will have a much more substan- 
tial say in what is sold." 


Movie Deal Ahead 
Things are happening fast for 


the 30-year-old New Yorker. He 
has signed a contract with 
Universal Pictures for a movie, 
"Heroes," which he'll make 
after the "Happy Days" season 
ends in January. He also is close 
to a movie deal with his newly 
reconciled employers at 
Paramount. 


This summer he broke records 


in Ohio with a three-week run in 
"Room Service" at a reported 
$30,000 a week. He was still 
glowing over the experience. 


"It was like shifting into se- 


cond gear at 50 m.p.h. and 
blowing out all the carbon. I 
soared like an eagle. It was the 
best thing that could have 
happened to me at this time." 


He is a serious, articulate man, 


totally unlike the hedonistic 
Arthur Fonzarelli he plays on 
the Tuesday night show. The 
crown of unruly brown hair 
makes him seem taller than his 5 
feet. 6"z, He is slender but 
strongly built.

it was permissible to land on 
Mount Athos' beaches so long as 
they did not go near the 
numerous monasteries and the 
1,200 monks that live in them.

agencies which grant or insure 
the bulk of these loans. 


In New Jersey last year, a 


Stanford University Law School 
graduate with a business degree 
and a master's in engineering 
filed for bankruptcy for a total of 
$17,275 in student loans, $10,000 
of which was insured by the 
federal government. The 
remainder was owed directly to 
Stanford, which has gone into 
.litigation to try to stop the 
bankruptcy proceeding. 


In New York, a medical school 


graduate liquidated a $10,000 
debt immediately upon leaving 
school by declaring bankruptcy. 


"We have not conducted a sur- 


vey," said Kenneth Kohl, 
associate commissioner of the 
Office of Guaranteed Student 
Loans of the U.S. Office of 
Education, "but the best known 
reasons are that it is an easy way 
out of debt, the high rate of un- 
employment in the 18-to-26 age 
group and the inability to obtain 
a job in a chosen field." 


"In almost all the cases we've 


seen, the student loan obligation 
is a part of others," he added, 
citing over-obligation as another 
cause. He also indicated that 
bankruptcy can serve as "a vehi- 
cle for the unscrupulous to avoid 
debt." 


5,600 Projected 
He said that between fiscal 


years 1966-1970 there were 348 


bankruptcy claims filed with his 
office. This has increased to 2,- 
914 in 1974,4,559 in 1975 and 5,- 
600 projected for 1976 - a 23% 
increase over last year. 


According to the latest issue of 


Empire State Report, a monthly 
newsletter on politics and 
government in New York state, 
the guaranteed-loan program of 
the New York Higher Education 
Services Corp., also has seen its 
number of student bankruptcies 
rising from 313 in 1973-74 to 761 
from April to December of 1975. 
It estimated the cost to the loan 
program for the fiscal year just 
ended'at $2.6 million. 


Under the guaranteed student 


loan programs sponsored by the 
federal government and about 
half the states, students borrow 
from commercial or savings 
banks, savings and loan 
associations or credit unions. 
The loan is guaranteed by a state 
or private nonprofit agency or 
insured by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Biggest Agencies 
The New York Higher Educa- 


tion Services Corp., the New 
Jersey Higher Education 
Assistance Authority and the 
Connecticut Student Loan Foun- 
dation are the pertinent regional 
agencies, while such populous 
states as Texas and California 
are among the two dozen with no 
agencies for student loans. 


In most cases, payments on 


loans varying from $2,500 to $10,- 
000 a year at the undergraduate 
and graduate levels begin 9 to 12 
months after the borrower 
graduates or leaves school. 
Repayment may take up to 10 
years. 


According to Kohl, the propor- 


tion of student loan defaults 
produced by bankruptcies is only 
slightly different from that 
produced by death and disabili- 
ty-Still, he said the gross loss in 
1975 due to defaults, bankrupt- 
cies and deaths and disabilities 
was 17.6%. This contrasts 
markedly with the 3% figure 
banks report on consumer loan 
delinquencies and the 1% 
quoted for mortgage loan 
delinquencies. 


Proposed Legislation 
For this and other reasons, the 


U.S. Office of Education is sup- 
porting proposed legislation to 
restrict students from declaring 
bankruptcy on their loans for the 
first five years after leaving 
school. 


"During the five-year period 


they would be eligible for a 
forbearance in accordance with 
their ability to pay," said Kohl. 


"The program supports the 


change because we have 
recognized a problem before it 
gets so big that we couldn't con- 
trol it," he added.

"We spent our time trying to 


get as far away from it as we 
possibly could," Lee said. 


Interest In Folklore 
"When the young people 


started to do the red-neck act, I 
got interested in it. I've always 
been interested in folklore," he 
said 


Lee is a recognized expert and 


a speaker in demand in the area. 
One of his talks is about red-neck 
women and is subtitled 
"Mothers and Others " 


While some of those who turn 


up at sophisticated parties on the 
coasts wearing tight, faded jeans 
and western shirts have never 
been near a farm or a ranch, the 
scene in Texas is quite different. 


"You have the honest-tofod 


red-necks whose dress — which 
is now being affected by the 
young — has been worn by 
goatropers in honky-tonks for as 
long as I can remember. And 
then you have the psuedo red- 
necks," Lee said

In Texas, the red-necks and

33^0 among registered voters 
and leads Reagan by an even 
wider margin, 61 to 28' c. 


In the previous survey, con- 


ducted shortly after the har- 
monious Democratic convention 
in July, Carter enjoyed near- 
record leads over Ford, 62 to 
29rr, and over Reagan, 64 to 
27rr Carter's leads at that time 
approached President Lyndon 
Johnson's margin over Sen

presidential election year 


Carter holds wide leads over 


both Republicans in all key 
groups, with his lead particularly 
pronounced among Southerners, 
the young and blacks.

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Monday Mourning Meeting Will Seek Cure farjConvention, Los**

Roaming around these days are some 


discouraging words concerning your home 
on the range. 


A few Lincoln business leaders suggest 


the city is losing its appeal as a convention 
center. 


Others maintain that the city has lost 


none of its conventioneering charisma; it's 
just that not enough money is being spent 
to get the message out to people who plan 
conventions and other large gatherings. 
Lincoln is being kept a secret, they say. 


A third group feels that figures gathered 


about 1»75 conventions in Lincoln are 
highly suspect. If business was down, sure- 
ly the national recession was to blame. 


A meeting to focus on convention 


problems is planned Monday at 10 a.m. in 
Lincoln Chamber of Commerce offices. 


It was prompted by remarks last Tuesday 


at a Pefching Auditorium Board meeting. 


First, Ike Hoig, auditorium manager, 


said July was the worst month ever, finan- 
cially, for Pershing. 


Then.Dick White, board vice chairman, 


said Lincoln is losing conventions to out- 
state towns. 
Some Weaned Away 
A few state gatherings traditionally held 


in Lincoln have been weaned away to 
Grand Island, Norfolk and, especially, 
Kearney. Conventions and tourist dollars 
are of interest chiefly to hotel or motel 
managers, restaurants, service stations and 
the firms that supply them. 


But these dollars turn over about 12 


times as they filter through the Lincoln 
economy, says Tom Fricke, head of the 
conventions and visitors committee of the 
Lincoln chamber. 


If some 4 million convention dollars 


eluded Lincoln last year compared with 
1974 - as some tabulations suggest - the 
turnover impact could be 948 million. 


There is, however, a good deal of doubt 


about the accuracy of 1975 Lincoln conven- 
tion figures in hand. The lack of success in 
gathering them, in turn, casts doubt on 
totals for other years, Fricke says. 


He concedes that Lincoln has tort con- 


ventions. "Of course, lots of these are' 
planned two to five years in advance," he 
said. "The fact that the conventions com- 
mittee didn't have a director for the half- 
year prior to May isn't likely to have much 
of a local impact until nert summer - if 
then. Some conventions fall into our lap on 
fairly short notice." 


Calls Made 
The larger hotels and motels in Lincoln 


have sales managers who make presenta- 
tion calls in seeking group business. 


Carol Sandberg, manager of the 


Radisson Cornhusker, said she has been 
going along on such calls recently. 


She mentioned the number of conven- 


tions being held at Kearney, saying she 
hopes Lincoln can get some of them back. 


Fricke says the consensus among many 


Lincoln (hotel and motel) properties during 
1976 is: "There's been an upsurge in 
tourism and conventions are making a 
comeback. Occupancy levels are up." 


However, Fricke doesn't plan to let 


anyone forget that "looking to tomorrow s 
conventions, our (chamber) bureau has less 
than half the budget dollars we had. 
planned on. We wanted 166,000, but volun- 
tary donations from businesses, restaurants 
and the lodging industry are below last 
year. So we ended up with $32,000." 


"Voluntary contributions just don't 


work," Fricke said. "Until very recently,, 
we didn't even have a convention and 
tourism brochure." 
• The chamber had a $48,000 convention 
budget in 1974. The budget last year was 
$34,890, Fricke says, and actual expen- 
ditures exceeded this by $3,000. 


In contrast, Amarillo, Tex., with a pop- 


ulation of about 140,000, has a visitors 
promotion budget of $197,000 this year - 
all provided by a 3% lodging tax. 


Fricke says the chamber will continue to 


back such tax legislation for Nebraska. 


He feels that "white Lincoln is a dean, 


safe, active city for a tourist or convention 
delegate, a very likejy stopping off place 
between Chicago and Denver, we too often 
end up under the proverbial staple in the 
middle of somebody's map. Lincoln is 
being kept a secret." 


Hot Pursuit 
Fricke says Lincoln should be in hot pur- 


suit of more large regional and national 
conventions. 
. 


Exactly a year ago, when the national 


championships of the Roller Skating Rink 
Operators Association of America again 
used the special skating floor at Pershing, 
some $4 million was injected into the Lin- 
coln economy, says George Pickard, 
executive director of the Lincoln-based 
group. 
More than 5,000 contestants, parents, 


skating coaches and rink operators filled 
every hotel and motel room in Lincoln for 
two weeks. 


This year, that $4 million in outside 


dollars is being spent in Fort Worth, Tex. 


White, chairman of the Downtown Ad- 


visory Committee (DAC), says the Lincoln 


Center master plan shows a convention 
area that includes Pershing, the 


om 
r 
, 


of Pershing. "The Pershing board still feels 
that down the road the auditorium needs 
expanded convention facilities," he said. 


Two years ago, DAC looked into the 


feasibility of building a convention hall 
next to Pershing. That idea faltered, Hoig 
said, when DAC learned it would cost up to 
$10,000 just to draw preliminary plans. 


White says his comments on Lincoln's 


losing out on conventions are based on 
"walking the street and hearing business 
comments. Outstate cities now have 
facilities that can cope with groups of 400 
to 600, and their chambers are really out 
merchandising to these groups." 


$10 Million Impact 
Judy McDowell says that as far as 


anybody knows, the convention impact on 
Lincoln last year was "more than $10 
million. At best, the records are scanty." 
She has been Lincoln convention director 
since May. 


A trend to fewer conventions in Lincoln 


surfaced in four years of chamber 
statistics; then the trend reversed. For 
example:

the State Fair. 


Judy is very'"ncouraged by her delegate 


count through June: 55,354. 


A letter has gone out to anyone she feels 


may know about an upcoming convention. 
"I've found lots of resistance among those 
in the lodging industry to trust us with such 
information," she said. 


She is trying a variety of strategies in 


selling conventions: "For some I make per- 
sonal presentations, others are entirely by 
mail; at times, local people going to a con- 
vention take the presentation along for us.' 


The convention industry was said to have 


been worth about $14.5 million to the Lin- 
coln economy during 1974. This compares 
to an estimate of $12.3 million for 1973. 


Duane Vicary says a $40-a-day conven- 


tion spending figure may be conservative, 
"but it's fairly accurate in ught of the re- 
cent recession. 


"A lot of companies have restructured, 


cut corporate staffs, have eliminated con- 
ventions or expense accounts for them. 
Often there are fewer delegates attending

If 1975 was a bad convention year for 


Lincoln (and Vicary is not fully convinced 
it was), "it reflects more on the economy 
than on whether we had a full-time conven- 
tion director.

If some of this summer's land transac- 


tions were any higher, they'd even set an 
auctioneer to stuttering. 


Even after years of spiraling prices, a 


number of Nebraska dealings have been in 
the surprise category. A few have gone well 
beyond. 
. 
What well may be a state record for 


farmland came on an 80-acre Hamilton 
County tract, irrigated but unimproved, 
which brought $2,900 an acre. Perhaps 
more astounding in the 520*cre Clara 
Jacobsen estate sale were bids of $2,670 
and $2,600 for two dryland tracts of like 
size. 


$1,177,600 Total 
The total bids for seven tracts, five of 


them in Hamilton County and two in York 
County, was $1,177,600. The purportedly 
record piece lies approximately two miles 
south of the Hampton exit on Interstate 80. 


"Values have been changing so fast you 


almost lose track," said auctioneer Bill 
Bergen of Sutton, handler of the transac- 
tion "Three or four years ago, we thought 
$1000 was high. But some Clay County 
land has now brought $2,000 and some a lit- 
tle farther west $2,200 and $2,300." 


Brokers for 100 farms which sold in the 


past year, Wes Furrer and Vem Gingrich of 
Omaha's National Farms Co., say they 
believe the one Jacobsen tract is now 
Nebraska's high. But they doubt it will re- 
main on top for very long. 


"It's hard for some of us to understand, 
but there are no real signs now that prices 
will start the other direction," said Furrer, 
the company's president "We have con- 
tinued interest from some investors, 


though probably 90% of the land is bought 
now by expanding fanners." 


Hedge Against Inflation 
Some investors anticipate only a 2% or 


3% cash return, the two Omahans noted, 
but figure land is still a good hedge against 
inflation. They described as "probably 
quite conservative" a recent U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA) report that, 
overall, Nebraska land values increased 
26% last year. 


The same report, published by the USDA 


Economic Research Service, said the value 
of Nebraska land now averages $364 an 
acre. But the influence of the vast Sandhills 
area perhaps worth $100 to $110 an acre, 
according to Furrer, obviously pulled the 
average down. 


Bill Svoboda of Hebron has cried only 


two sales of $2,000 land but is finding $1,500. 
"pretty common" for Thayer County 
irrigated tracts. He feels the current 
decline in grain prices could bring a 
leveling off. 
"Inflation is the only thing tbats 


protected the purchasers of high-priced 
land," he continued. "It appears some may 
be thinking of selling now, but it's hard to 
sell on a down market." 


One veteran auctioneer-real estate man, 


Irvin Schultis of Fairbury, said he has 
never seen things so unpredictable in his 30 
years' experience. His stock answer to 
prospective sellers is that "I just don't 
know what anything is worth anymore. 


Easier To Sell 
u 
"Farms are easier to sell than they have 


ever been, but nobody knows their real 
value," he said. "The dryland average in 
Jefferson and Saline counties is probably 
$600 to $800. Yet I recently auctioned a 


place expecting to get that and it brought 
$1,270 — with no well in several miles." 


Schultis. incidentally, insists that some 


prices are so unrealistic that "the places 
just never will pay out." 


The main problem in extreme southeast 


Nebraska, according to real estate man 
John Huber of Falls City, is that so little 
land is being offered! Prices range from 
$4004500 for marginal farmland to about 


"No Missouri River bottomland has sold 
in years and years." he said. "I know of one ( 
man people laughed at for paying $400 an 
acre in 1964.1 tell him he could easily get 
$1,500 now but he won't talk to me — he 
just keeps laughing himself."

Council Assignment 
Two years ago YSS was asked 


by the City Council to assume 


the task of coordinating the 
gathering of funds for campers 
without financial resources. 


YSS brought together local 


agencies who serve young people 
and organization who operate 
camps The result was a $15,500 
allocation this year by the Rity- 
County Common to provide 
camping fees for young people 
between the ages qf 6-17 for an 
outdoor experience. 


The effort has a spin-off. 


"When agencies work to getner, 


it builds the credibility of all of 
us," Arnot said.

Corn's admission that small farmers should be represented on 
the federal panel shaping safety regulations affecting 
agriculture. 


While Grassley won the concession, he got Btttedie.tt- 


pecially a firm commitment to place a small fanner represen- 
tative on the Standards Advisory Committee on Agriculture. 
Also Corn has evaded being pinned down on submitting "all 
agriculture standards to the committee at the pre-proposal stage 
to obtain the recommendations of that body" to avoid an- 
tagonizing farmers in the future.

Settlers, Revelers Used Robber's Cave 
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ByJimAucoin 
Frightened settlers nuzzled 


into the blackness of the cave in 
what is now southwest Lincoln. 
They were seeking protection 
from Indians that winter in the 
mid-18008. Passages were 
chisled out for more living 
space, a well was dug and tte 
small band lived in the cave for 
several months. 


That's how the story goes, 


anyway. 


there are a lot of stories, most 


of them unsubstantiated, about 
the cave at 3243 So. 10th St., now 
dubbed Robber's Cave. 


One tale is that Pawnee 


medicine men held mysterious 
religious rites there. Another 
says it was used as a hideout for 
horse thieves and other 
criminals (which is a possible 
reason for the cave's present 
name). 


Owner Ed L. Scarborough, 


whose family has rented out the 
700-foot cave for parties and 
social gatherings since the early 
1900s, doesn't believe the stories 
and would prefer that people 
quit bringing them up. 


Used for Shelter 
"It was a haven for people 


who needed shelter from time to 
time," he said. "Anything 
beyond that is speculation." 


Amid strong protests from the 


public, Scarborough closed the 
cave for anything other than 
family use three years ago. 


Scarborough, who lives at 1131 


No 30th, said one disappointed 
and angry person told him he 
could not close it because it is 
. public property. 


But no matter how much the 


cave has wiggled into the hearts 
of Nebraskans, it and the sur- 
rounding 4.2 acres belong to the 
Scarboroughs. 


Scarborough, 67, is the retired 


warden of the Men's Refor- 
matory. His family rented the 
cave for $25 an evening to Boy 


On Nov. 1,1912, members of the University of Nebraska Union Literary Society held a social 
meeting at Robber's Cave. 


Scout groups, university 
organizations and fraternities. 


The intricate structure con- 


sists of five tunnels, all but one 
hacked out by pick-wielding 
residents of the cave throughout 
its long history. Some sources 
say most of the passages were 
carved out of the hard sandstone 
by brewery workers for use as 
storage space in 1869. Scar- 
borough maintains that each 


new resident enlarged the cave 
to suit his particular needs. 


Scarborough's 
grandfather, 


John, bought the cave and the 
land surrounding it in the late 
1880s, and for many years it was 
known as Pawnee Council Cave. 
The Pawnees were said to have 
used it. 


68 Degrees 
Temperature in the cave 


remains at 68 degrees year 


round. Scarborough said he 
closed it to the public because of 
vandalism "It wasn't worth it," 
he said. "I got tired of repairing 
it" 


The electrical system and the 


grounds around the entrance 
were damaged time and time 
again by visitors. 


People still show up at the 


locked gates, wanting to know 
whether they can come in or 


rent the space, Scarborough 
said.

Old standbys, such as John, 


James, Joseph, David, Michael, 
Matthew, Daniel, Timothy and 
Mark, were on a list of the 20 
names appearing most frequent- 
ly on birth certificates issued 
during 1975 It is the first such 
list compiled by the Health 
Dept. 


But if Mom and Pop looked to 


the Bible for help in naming 


sons, they apparently looked to 
more secular sources for girls' 
names 


The study showed that the top 


20 girls' names tended be more 
trendy, with many of them ap- 
parently drawn from television 
shows or other entertainment 
fare. Among the most popular 
are Carrie, Michelle, Lisa, 
Heather, Nicole and Stacy. Old 
standbys, such as Mary, Jane 
and Ruth, weren't on the list. 


Mary Lou Eastman, director 


of the Health Dept.'s division of 
health data, suspects parents 
may be picking names given 
their fathers, who, in turn, got 


them from their fathers, who 
likely got them from the Bible. 


Mrs Eastman can't explain 


the trendy girls' names other 
than to say "Maybe it's because 
the parents just think they sound 
nice." 


Ranking lower on the boys' 


lists were the Chads, Scotts and 
Erics. 


Jason was the most popular 


boys' name and Jennifer the 
most popular girls'. But Chris, 
used by both sexes, was the 
single most popular name 
Christopher (395) was third 
among the boys' names, and 
Christina (491) was second only 
to Jennifer for girls. 


Some parents tried variations 


on a name Jeff, Jefferson, Jef- 
frey Jeffery, Jeffory and Jef- 
fry Then there were Brad, Brad- 
ford, Bradley, Bradly, and 
Brady 


Presidents and vice presidents 


were an inspiration. Besides 
Jefferson, some parents chose

Of GOP Platform 


Kansas City, Mo. (UPI) - Highlights of the proposed 1976 


Republican platform: 


Domestic Policy 


The Economy: Inflation will be controlled only by 


I 


monetary policy. Wage and price controls are not a solution, nor 
is the Humphrey-Hawkins bill. Jobs will be created when 
business is allowed to thrive. 


Taxes: A balanced federal budget will allow a tax cut. 


Republicans promise tax credits for college tuition, post-high 
school technical training and child care expenses of working 
parents; a $1,000 personal exemption; and a series of business 
tax breaks, including accelerated depreciation and ending the 
tax on corporate dividends. 


Agriculture: Farmers deserve unrestricted access to foreign 


markets and beneficial multilaterial trade agreements, must be 
permitted to use cropland fully with adjustments of target 
prices and loan levels to reflect increased production costs and 
should not be burdened by unrealistic environmental or other 
regulations. Republicans oppose government-controlled grain 
inspection but support a better inspection system. Legislation is 
needed to prevent farm worker strikes at harvest. 


Governmental Reform: Government is too big and must be 


overhauled. Departments should better reflect such interests as 
economic affairs and natural resources, and regulatory efforts 
should be reexamined. Revenue sharing must continue without 
unwarranted regulation. Republicans support the idea of 
regional presidential primaries but not a national primary. 
Congressional reform should include ending automatic salary in- 
creases, promote financial disclosure and improved lobby 
legislation. 


Education: Busing to achieve racial balance should be 


stopped, by constitutional amendment if necessary. 
Republicans favor a constitutional amendment allowing nonsec- 
tanan prayers in public schools. Federal categorical grants 
should be combined into block grants to states. Possible 
elimination of federal aid to elementary and secondary educa- 
tion, coupled with return of an equivalent revenue source to the 
states, should be studied. 


Health: Republicans oppose compulsory national health in- 


surance but support catastrophic illness protection. Federal 
health programs should be replaced by single grants to states. 
Mounting health costs should be controlled and fraud should be 
eliminated from Medicare and Medicaid programs. 


Women and Minorities: The Equal Rights Amendment 


should be ratified and antidiscrimination laws enforced. 
Republicans suport efforts for a constitutional amendment 
against abortion. They also support self-determination for 
American Indians and citizens of Puerto Rico and the District of 
Columbia. 


Labor: States should continue to be able to enact right-to- 


work laws. The party opposes public-employe strikes but 
recognizes states may permit this. Federal employes should not 
be permitted to engage in partisan politics. Efforts must be 
made to deal with illegal aliens, and part-time, flexible hour 
work should be encouraged. 


Welfare: The welfare system should be overhauled. The 


goals of welfare reform include an end to fraud, stronger work 
requirements and better coordination between local, state and 
federal governments Republicans oppose federalizmg the 
welfare system and are against the guaranteed income concept. 


Energy: Energy self-sufficiency should be developed, with 


incentives for exploration. Price controls must be eliminated on 
oil and newly discovered natural gas. Republicans oppose ef- 
forts to force divestiture by oil companies. 


Foreign Policy 


NATO and Europe: Republicans will pursue balanced 


reduction of forces in both Eastern and Western Europe, based 
on agreements that will not jeopardiie NATO, but "this is not 
the time to recommend a unilateral reduction of U.S. military 
forces in Europe." Early consideration should be given to 
Spanish membership in NATO. 


Asia and the Pacific: Democrats are blamed for not 


allowing aid to go to South Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia after 
U.S troops left Republicans acknowledge they, too, supported 
the war. 


United States-China Relations: Continued contacts with 


China are sought, but the United States pledges to honor all its 
commitments with Taiwan, including the mutual aid treaty. The 
platform refers to Taiwan as the Republic of China. 


The Americas: U.S. negotiators should not give up any 


powers or territory in the Panama Canal Zone necessary to the 
security of the United States and the Western Hemisphere. Cuba 
is condemned. 


Middle East: U.S. commitments to Israel will be honored. 


Both sides are urged to negotiate a settlement. 


United States-Soviet Relations: The United States must re- 


main strong and be wary of Soviet aggression but will explore 
with the Soviet Union ways of reducing tensions and arriving at 
mutually beneficial and self-enforcing agreements. 


Defense: The United States must maintain a "superior" 


national defense. A major weapons modernization program, in- 
cluding the B-l bomber, must continue.

Kansas City, Mo. (UPI) - 


Ronald Reagan's campaign 
manager indicated Saturday the 
bid to force President Ford to 
name his prospective running 
mate will be the principal test of 
strength before the presidential 
balloting at the Republican 
National Convention. 


John Sears said at a news con- 


ference that the Reagan forces 
will fight in the convention rules 
committee and, if necessary, on 
the floor for adoption of their 
proposal to require presidential 
candidates to designate before 
the presidential balloting whom 
they would choose as a running 
mate. 


At the same time, Sears 


downplayed other potential con- 
flicts, including platform issues. 


He made public the text of a 


letter Reagan sent to all 
members of the platform com- 
mittee. In it, Reagan praised 
them for producing "a platform 
draft with great strengths." He 
told them they had written 
"planks of which you can be 
proud" but added that he is still 
examining the document. 


"It may be that some matters 


should come before the entire 
convention for consideration," 
he said, thus leaving open the 
possibility of floor fights on plat- 
form issues. 


Herman: We'll Oppose 
Shortly before Sears met with 


reporters, Richard Herman, 
Ford's key adviser on conven- 
tion rules, told a news con- 
ference he is certain the Reagan 
forces plan to make their big 
push on the vice presidential 
rule. 


Herman, an Omaha. Neb., 


trucking company official, said 
Ford supporters are determined 
to oppose the rule change. "We 
have a very definite majority on 
the rules committee." Herman 
said. The matter is scheduled to 
come up before the rules panel 
Sunday. 


Like Sears. Herman indicated 


there are no plans for all-out 
fights on other proposed rules 
changes. 


Neither man thinks a proposal

prefer Reagan might abstain on 
the first ballot in an attempt to 
deny the President the nomina- 
tion.

nomination. 


"The candidates have been 


touring the United States for a 
good long period of time. The 
public generally has had an op- 
portunity to make a decision," 
he said.

Sears didn't dispute Herman's 


assessment of the relative 
strengths of the two candidates 
on the rules committee but said 
Reagan has enough votes on the 
panel to ensure that he can bring 
any issue to the floor for a vote 
of the full convention. 


The Reagan campaign 


manager repeated the position 
he has taken all week: "The vast 
majority of the delegates would 
like to know who Mr. Ford is 
going to run with if he gets the 
nomination." 


Reagan's declared choice for 


the vice presidential nomination, 
Sen. Richard S. Schweiker of 
Pennsylvania, arrived in Kansas 
City on Saturday and told an air- 
port rally: "I am on the ticket to 
stay." 


His statement was a response 


to reports that Reagan is under 
pressure from

backers to drop Schweiker 
because of his liberal voting 
record on domestic issues. 


The convention platform com-

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Recalling the Tax Hike 


Kansas City - Here, where a baseball team and a livestock 


exposition are called Royals and basketball players are called 
Kings, the Republicans meet this week. 


This also is the home of Worlds of Fun. 
It remains to be seen how much fun the GOP has crowning 


its nominee. 


Before the GOP commands full attention, however, let's 


take a backward glance at what Gov. J. J. Exon called a "rather 
peaceful meeting" of the State Board of Equalization last week 
in Lincoln. 


You know what happened: Your tax rates went up. 
Even at 3% on sales and \1% of federal income tax liability, 


Nebraska's state rates have to be considered modest in com- 
parison with other states. 


Each Blamed the Other 
You wouldn't think so, however, from the writhing that ac- 


companied last week's rate escalation. 


Exon blamed spending, acknowledging that errors in 


projecting the state's economic growth complicated the 
problem. The legislative chairmen for appropriations and 
revenue blamed administrative errors, acknowledging that 
spending was a problem. 


Both sides said they want to upgrade revenue projection 


techniques. 


The senators — Budget Chairman Richard Marvel and 


Revenue Chairman Calvin Carsten — scheduled a press con- 
ference immediately after the board's "painful meeting". 


The Marvel-Carsten session had all the elements of a Truth 


Squad performance - but the two lawmakers, when you get 
right down to it, didn't disagree with the governor at all. 


What does deserve comment was the senators' reluctance 


— refusal, actually, — to promise to back up with action 
statements they made rhetorically. 


Wouldn't Introduce Bill 
Carsten said it might be time for the Legislature to "give 


awhirl" to a no-increase budget, to force agencies to do what 
they can next fiscal year with the same dollars they are getting 
this year. Although it would generate "flak galore," Carsten 
said, "I, for one, am willing to give it a try." 


But, when he was asked if he would introduce a bill calling 


for a ditto budget, he said he didn't plan to. He said he would 
vote, as an individual senator, against all increases. 


Marvel said the tax hike was unnecessary. If there had been 


a special legislative session, he said, he would have tried to 
reduce current appropriations. Would he, reporters asked, take 
the initiative to try to get the legislators to call themselves into 
session so that could be done? Nope.

• Would Exon consider appointing Terry Carpenter if the 


Scottsbluff legislative seat opens? The guess here is that he 
would indeed. They kissed and made up at the Democratic 
National Convention. 


• Douglas County Commissioner Mike Albert is serious

More and more, it seems likely that Rep. Charles Thone, instead 
of facing Jim Exon for the Senate, will try for governor. What 
about a Democratic gubernatorial primary between Lt. Gov.

Irrigation By-Products Many, Profitable 
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By Dominick Costello 


Farm Editor 
"The most important effect of 


irrigation is the stability it brings 
to a community. People will in- 
vest in a stable community 
where economic stabilization 
has occurred," said Doms Peter- 
son, research director of the 
State Department of Economic 
Development 


"The stabilization effect is 


most apparent when you realize 
the state is still in pretty good 
economic shape in spite of a very 
poor rainfall for three years, 
poor fat cattle prices and losses 
in the ranching area for several 
years," said Dr. Les Sheffield, 
irrigation coordinator at the 
University of Nebraska. 


The presence of irrigation has 


spawned many industries not 
directly related to irrigation but 
usually agriculturally related by 
what Peterson calls forward 
linkage. 


Fertilizer Plant 
For example, Grant has a 


brand-new fertilizer 
plant. 


Irrigation enabled farmers to 
grow more on an acre of ground, 
thereby increasing their demand 
for fertilizer. 


Grant also has a new pinto 


bean plant that wasn't needed in 
the days of dryland fanning. But 
Perkins County farmers found 
the beans could be raised 
successfully on irrigated land. 


At Sargent Irrigation Inc., also 


in Grant, is a huge new drilling 
machine that can poke a well 
down to 400 feet in a long 
working day. That's several 
times faster than older machines 
can do it. 


The $240,000 machine can drill 


a 30-inch hole at speeds up to 100 
feet an hour. The plodding older 
rigs ground away at 10 to 20 feet 
an hour. 


Bigger Machines 
Farmers are seeking large 


machines, such as the huge 
center-pivot system on the Mehl 
Farming Co. farm near North 
Platte. This single unit waters 
512 acres as it walks its circle 
every three days. 


A young farmer from Grant 


(Ron Patrick) and a school chum 
(Lee Shaw) who developed an in- 
terest in agriculture on a visit to 
the farm have devised a new 
control for irrigation systems. It 
is operated with a telephone. 


The control can be used to 


listen to a pivot system to deter- 
mine whether it is running, to 
shut it off, to turn it on or to turn 
on various attachments, such as 
a fertilizer injector or a her- 
bicide applicator. 


"The microphone (which is ac- 


tivated by a telephone) can also 
tell you if it is raining at a pivot 
system 10 miles away from 
home. This can have its disad- 
vantages because I heard a 
hailstorm destroying my crop 
earner this year," said Patrick. 


Patrick and Shaw plan to 


market the system, creating a 
new industry where none existed 
before — a direct result of irriga- 
tion. 


Dawson County Agent Chair- 


man Harold Stevens reeled on a 
long list of companies that have 
established factories in his coun- 
ty. Stevens, a sort of one-man 
chamber of commerce, at- 
tributed many of the industries 
directly or indirectly to irriga- 
tion. 


These include the nation's 


largest alfalfa processing system, 
which produces 20% of all U.S.

Ancient Analogy Seen 
Rescue a 'Miracle'

Old, 
primordial religious 


drives in Judaism had a modern 
counterpart in the recent rescue 
of 100 hostages from threatened 
death by airline bandits in Ugan- 
da s airport 


"A miracle," many Jews 


called it 


"God showed anew, 'I save my 


people'," says Rabbi Bernard 
Twersky of Manhattan. "He was 
the field marshal of that 
operation." 


Not that it involved any 


suspension of natural law, but 
some saw it both as an 
exemplification of basic Jewish 
principles, and a present-day 
reflection of Judaism's fun- 
damental revelation — God's 
liberation of Jews from ancient 
captivity in Egypt. 


"0 give thanks to the Lord," 


went a reading of the 107th 
Psalm in Israel's parliament at a 
specially called session the mor- 
ning after the 5,000-rmle rescue 
operation the night of July 3 " . 
.. He delivered them from their 
distress." 


"The 
exodus was the 


prototype, the pattern," says 
Rabbi Dr Walter S.Wurzburgar, 
president of the Rabbinical 
Council of America But other 
events through time are seen as 
extending that saving process — 
as in the swift plucking of the 
hostages from peril in Uganda. 


Rabbi Wurzburger, professor 


of Jewish philosophy at Yeshiva 
University and leader of 


Congregation Shaaray Tefila in 
Queens, was in Israel at the time 
of the rescue 


"The reaction was utter ela- 


tion and joy — sheer euphoria," 
he said "Many people did feel 
that this amazing rescue." 


Planes took to the air to sky- 


write phrases of thanksgiving 
and salutes to the Israeli Army, 
he says, and at a reception in the 
U S embassy, visitors kept 
telling Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Gorem "The prayers helped." 


During the week in which the 


hostages were held by the 
hijackers under threat of death, 
Rabbi Gorem had led services of 
prayer and Scriptures, including 
Isaiah35.10. "And the ransomed 
of the Lord shall return, and 
come to Zion with singing " 


The saving of the hostages also 


mirrored a prime Jewish duty. 


"Pidyon Shevuyim," the 


Hebrew injunction puts it, 
meaning "Redeem the cap- 
tives ' Rabbi Wurzburger noted 
that "Jewish religious law 
stipulates that the highest priori- 
ty must be assigned to rescuing 
the captives." 


Although some other nations 


have given in to demands of air- 
line terrorists, Israel has not 
done so, and in a 1972 ruse at the 
Tel Aviv airport, sent comman- 
dos disguised as air maintenance 
men to free hostages 


"If the state of Israel is willing 


to take such enormous risks to 
fight terrorism, it is inexcusable 
that much more powerful 
nations sit by idly and submit to 
it." Rabbi Wurzburger said 


New York (AP) - They're 


called the "conscience of the 
community." And they'll be out 
in force, armbands displaying 
their task — to "watch" what 
goes on at street demonstrations 
surrounding the Republican 
National Convention in Kansas 
City. 


They'll also report what they 


hear and see among police and 
demonstrators in a daily news 
summary distributed to conven- 
tion officials, law enforcement 
officers, the mass media and the 
demonstrators themselves. 


"We're fielding observers 


around-the-block," says Sidney 
L. Willens, a Kansas City at- 
torney who, with city religious 
leaders, put together the brigade 
of 400 volunteer monitors 


"We'll be totally neutral," he 


says. "We're not mediators. 
We're not buffers. We won't ad- 
vise demonstrators. We simply 
observe and report " 


'Peace — Protection' 
But this itself is expected to 


contribute to "an atmosphere of 
peace" and "protection of 
rights" around Kemper Arena at 
a time when it will be thronging 
with delegates, party officials, 
visitors and demonstrating par- 
tisans for a host of causes. 


Intended to deter recurrence 


of the violence that marked 
political conventions four years 
ago, the Kansas City operation 
— like a similar one at the 
Democratic convention in New 
York last month — is a combina- 
tion effort of attorneys and 
religious leaders. 


However, unlike previous such 


undertakings, the Kansas City 
system was developed through 
consultation with experts in the 
field and has been incorporated 
as a continuing organization, 
"WATCH, Inc." 


May be Prototype 
"We believe it may prove a 


prototype for the whole coun- 
try," says Willens, a leading 
midwestern advocate of the om- 
budsman concept and a pnme 
mover in establishing Kansas 
City's police office of citizen 
complaints. 


Its founding directors, besides 


Willens, are Walt Bodme, 
regional director of the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews, also a broadcast talk show 
host, and the Rev. James 0. Lef- 
fmgwell, executive director of 
Kansas City's Metropolitan 
Inter-Church Agency.

A case involving work and 


worship is shaping up as the U.S. 
Supreme Court's major church- 
state issue for the next term. 


The case, called Parker Seal 


Co. v. Cummins, will be argued 
in the Supreme Court sometime 
this fall, after the court's new 
term opens. 


The primary issue involved in 


the case is the extent to which an 
employe may refuse to work on 
certain days because of religious 
beliefs. 


Paul Cummins, a supervisor at 


the Parker Seal Co., Berea, Ky., 
joined the World Wide Church of 
God, a "Sabbatarian" religion 
which prohibits its members 
from working from sundown 
Friday to sundown Saturday. 


After joining the church, Cum- 


mins refused to work Saturdays 
and eventually was discharged 
by Parker Seal. 


The case has attracted 


widespread attention among 
religious groups, particularly 
those interested in religious 
liberty and church-state issues. 


Both Americans United for 


Separation of Church and State 
and a coalition of 12 national 
Jewish organizations and 100 
local Jewish community councils 
have filed friend-of-the-court 
briefs on Cummins' behalf. 


In the suit, Parker Seal is 


challenging the constitutionality 
of a 1972 amendment to the Civil 
Rights Act which requires 
employers to "reasonably ac- 
commodate to an employe's or 


prospective employe's religious 
observance or practice without 
undue hardship on the conduct 
of the employer's business." 


Parker Seal is arguing that this 


requirement violates the first 
amendment by advancing 
religion to the point of 
"establishment" and entangling 
the government in religion. 


Both the Jewish coalition and 


Americans United, in their 
separate briefs, take issue with 
the company's position. 


The law, the Jewish groups 


said, does no more than "protect 
the religious freedom of those 
who observe a day other than 
Sunday as their holy day of 
rest." 


Americans United said the law 


did not violate the constitution's

'. Although this ranch has a 
.'living area less than 1,225 
sujuare feet, it gives the 
-appearance of a much larger 
house. Also, what is more imppr- 
tant to most persons, its 
materials of brick veneer and 
siding are smartly combined 
with a hip roof in an attractive 
exterior. 


Construction costs are kept 


reasonable by an absence of 
breaks in the roofline, minimum 
breaks in the foundation and a 
plumbing system concentrated 
across the back of the house. 
Architect Lester Cohen has 
placed a fireplace in the design, 
but feels that this luxurious 
touch is justified because it is a 
three-way type that enhances the 
interior decor as well as provides 
added warmth within the open 
layout. 


The front door is recessed 


slightly, so there is a natural 


separation as you enter, and the 
traffic is directed toward the 
cloakroom closet off the hall to 
the right. This protects the per- 
son coming in when the weather 
is bad while waiting for the door 
to open.

The fireplace could be

Many people spend hours and hours getting 


their (awn area ready for planting in early fall. 
Then they make the mistake of choosing the 
wrong kind of grass for their lawn, or try to save 
money by purchasing cheap grass seed. 


Bluegrass, tall fescue, perennial ryegrass 


and creeping red fescue are all cool season 
grasses which could be planted this fall. Which 
grass is best for your environmental conditions 


(sun, shade, soil conditions, traffic, watering 
practices, etc.)? Can you stand to look at coarse 
tall fescue, which is actually a weed, in a 
bluegrass lawn. Do you have the time to fer- 
tilize, water, mow and control pest problems on 
a bluegrass lawn? Before planting a law grass, 
you need to answer these questions. 


Grass seed has increased in price over the 


last few years, but so has everything else. Good 
quality seed is still the cheapest investment and 
best insurance for a new lawn. Purity and ger- 
maintion figures listed on the seed package are 
your assurance of quality. Bluegrass should 
have a minimum purity of 90% and minimum 
germination of 75%.. Figures for tall fescue are 
98% and 90% respecitvely. Higher per centage 
figures on the label indicate excellent quality.

Rate Study Nearly Ready 


Lineolnites will have an opportunity in a few weeks to con- 


sider a unique study on retail electric power rates. 


The Lincoln Electric System (LES), with input from several 


local organizations and citizen groups, is nearing completion of a 
study on alternate rate possibilities. 


in case you've forgotten, LES was under attack from nearly 


every quarter a few months ago because of rate increases. 


The highly vocal minority that dominated public meetings 


at the time suggested sweeping changes in the philosophy 
behind current rates. 


What eventually prevailed was an LES suggestion that 


critics join the utility in a study of present and alternate rate 
philosophies, coupled with an objective analysis of the impact of 
all possible rates. 


That study is nearing completion and results will be out for 


public consideration soon. 


All citizens, as well as any group or organization that 


expressed an interest, had an opportunity to participate in the 16 
meetings that have been held. 


Despite what some perceived as general unhappiness with 


LES rates a few months ago, and despite LES efforts to 
generate citizen involvement in the study, there has definitely 
been a lack of public interest in the study. 


Grand Dream of 1894 
The O'Neill Unit on the Niobrara River may be one of 


Nebraska's more controversial irrigation projects, but it's far 
from being the most ambitious ever proposed for that part of 
the state. 


Nebraskans in the late 1800s dreamed, on a grand scale, of 


irrigating north-central counties, according to Everett Dick's 
book "Conquering the Great American Desert." 


The Niobrara River and Irrigation and Power Co. in 1894 


proposed building a 70-foot-wide, 10-foot-deep canal some 200 
miles across the state to carry water to a half dozen counties for 
irrigation. 


It would have diverted water from the Niobrara below 


Rushville, with return flow into the Elkhorn River at Norfolk. 


That 1894 proposal died for lack of financing, while the 


current irrigation project is under attack on environmental 
grounds. 


Public Utilities' Indebtedness 
Financial and electric utility leaders have warned for some 


time that staggering amounts of money will have to be borrowed 
— rivaling even the federal government's debt — to meet 
Americans' demands for electricity. 


And Nebraska's public utilities have, and will in the future, 


bear their share of this debt, according to a survey by First 
Boston Corp.. an investment-banking firm. 


Based on First Boston's compilation, plus bond sales so far 


this year. Nebraska's two major public power districts have a 
combined bond debt of $2.1 billion. 


That's divided up at about $1.3 billion for the Nebraska 


Public Power District (NPPD) and over $800 million for the 
Omaha Public Power District (OPPD). 


Additionally, said First Boston, NPPD expects to incur 


further debt of at feast $1 billion in the next four years, while 
OPPD expects to borrow some $880 million in the next seven

That means that by the early 1980s, NPPD and OPPD will 


have a combined debt of over $4 billion. 


Bv comparison, the Lincoln Electric System current debt of 


$56.8 million, with plans to borrow $200*00 million during the 
next few years, seems small potatoes.

tricts aren't in any worse shape than other electric utilities 
across the nation. And they're in better financial shape than 
some.

and March, but if a chair must 
be hauled out of a basement or 
garage, the golden hours outside 
are often lost. 


A permanent patio seat can be 


constructed of brick or stone 
with a capstone at seat height. If 
you like to sunbathe, this seat 
can be broadened to accom- 
modate a person lying down. 


Consideration of sunlight and 


shade is critical In selecting a 
patio location. If the sun cannot 
reach the outdoor living area in 
early spring, late autumn and on 
nice days during winter, it will 
not be used. Conversely, if some 
shade is not available from May 
to September, the patio will 


become, on most days, an un- 
inhabitable desert. 


Shade can be acquired in 


several ways — through an aw- 
ning or by the planting of a 
sizable shade tree. In a way, a 
deciduous tree is Mother 
Nature's awning. In winter when 
the sun's rays are weak, it lets in 
the sun. In summer when the 
sun's rays are fiercely hot, an 
awning of leaves filters out most 
of the heat. 


Another way to get protection 


from the sun is to locate the 
patio where it will get afternoon 
shade from a building - either a 
house or garage.

Stock Politics? 


Presidential Election Is Solid Clue 


If the past is prologue, then a few weeks after the com- 


ing presidential election, the Dow Jones industrial average 
may reach its 1976 high mark, top out early in 1977, and then 
decline for about ten months, according to Money magazine. 


Looking further into the future, the magazine says a 


long, vigorous recovery period could follow, with the Dow 
advancing to the high point of the next cycle after the 1980 
election. 


By reflecting on the historical relationships between 


presidential politics and stock market movements, investors 
can learn when to buy stocks, to sell or mark time, says 
author Charles J. Rolo, a former securities analyst. 


Since World War II, for example, during four of the 


seven election cycles (including the last three), the Dow hit 
its high for the year between Nov. 18 and Dec. 30. Should 
that pattern hold true, there is a 57% chance of« repeat per- 
formance this year. 


The odds jump to 68%, if you consider the election 


record as far back as 1900. In 14 of the 19 presidential elec- 
tion years since then, the Dow was higher on Dec. 30 than on 
Aug. 1. 


Republican Wall Street 


Who wins and loses is also important. If the incumbent 


party loses (as was the case in six out of the last 19 elections) 
then the Dow slips by year-end. The exceptions to this were 
two presidents much-admired by investors — Eisenhower in 
1952 and Nixon in 1968. 


Wall Street has always voted Republican, but the irony is 


that stocks have acted better under the Democrats, the Dow 
achieving an aggregate gain of 5127o under the Dems versus a 
net gain of 103% under GOP administrations in this cen- 
tury. (Incidentally, if Wall Street picked its candidates in Ju- 
ly, Ford would have won over Carter and thoroughly 
trounced any other Democrat, Money says.) 


Put another way, if you invested a $10,000 portfolio 


(disregarding taxes and commissions) during Democratic 
reigns and sold when the Republicans came into power, you 
would have amassed $100,000 between 1900 and 1969. 


Under the Republicans, that portfolio would be worth 


only $17,116 at the end of 1975, primarily due to the Dow's 
plunge during Hoover's administration. 


In all fairness the article says, since 1948 the Dow has 


performed only slightly better under Democrats than under 
Republicans. It went up an aggregate 129% in the Truman- 
Kennedy-Johnson years, compared with a 112% gain for the 
Eisenbower-Nixon-Ford years. 


Sell a Third? 


Citing studies by William M. LeFevre, an analyst with 


Granger & Co., a New York brokerage house, Money 
magazine says that except for Truman's surprise win in 1948 
the Dow advanced after six of the last seven presidential 
elections. The average duration of the advances was five 
months, and the average Dow gain was about 8%. 


It is harder to generalize about the declines that have 


followed the market's post-election highs the article con- 
tinues. These downturns ranged from sht weeks to more thin 
two years, for an average of about ten months and a 23% 
drop in the Dow. Subsequent recovery is long and solid 
averaging three yean in duration and a 62% gain in the Dow' 


Based on election cycle data, one Boston portfolio 


manager suggests telling a third of a common stock portfolio 
in the last two months of a presidential election year 
(November and December of 1978) and additional thirds in 
the first and second quarters of W77. 


Then shift your funds into savings accounts or Treasury 


bills until June 1978, at which point you buy rtocki which 
are supposed to be at bargain prices. 


"This means that you are fully inverted in common 


stocto from the beginning of the year before the presidential 
election until election time - historically the most favorable 
22-month period for the stock market," Money says.

PAPILLION (1) 
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BETHESDA, Md. (UPI) - Jack 
Nicklaus was talking about his own 
problems after the third round of the PGA 
Championship was suspended by a 
thunderstorm Saturday, but his words may 
also have carried a message for Gil 
Morgan. 


"Sunday will be a long day," Nicklaus 


said. 


It figures to be particularly long—and 


trying—for Morgan, the longshot 29-year- 
old leader of this, the last of the year's four 
major professional golf championships. 


He started Saturday's rain-interrupted 


third round with a four-stroke lead over 
Tom Kite, the result of a record-equalling 
66-68—134 performance for the first 36 
holes and his lead was down to one and 
going fast when play was finally stopped. 


The suspension came right after Morgan 


had driven into a bunker at the 188-yard 
12th hole and blasted his second shot to 
within three feet of the hole. He had all 
night to sleep on that three-foot par putt, 
but admitted, "I'm not too disappointed" 
play was called off. 


The rain was about the only thing that 


could have saved Morgan's lead, a factor he 
acknowledged when he conceded it would 
"probably work to my advantage." 


"Yes," added Nicklaus, six behind at the 


start of the day and three down at the 
suspension. "I'd love to finish now." 


Charles Coody, who moved into second 


place when was play was halted, also said 
he "hated to see the round stopped." 


"The last five holes, I was playing well 


and had developed a good tempo," Coody 
said, "and things weren't going so well for 
Gil." 


This is the way things will stand when 
play resumes Sunday morning: 
Morgan, who never has won a tourna- 


ment in four years as a pro, leads at three- 
under-par with the three-foot putt on the 
12th hole and six more holes in the third 
round. 


Five of the seven players closest to him 


have won at least one major championship, 
with Coody second at two-under and on the 
14th tee. 


The storm struck suddenly after two and 


one half days of uncomfortably hot and 
humid weather, driving the largest crowd 
in the history of the championship, 33,400, 
from Congressional Country Gub and 
causing some confusion among PGA of- 
ficials. 


At first it was announced that eight 


threesoomes were still on the course, but 
later officials checked and found that only 
six groups were playing— but that the 
other two groups had not yet turned in of- 
ficial scorecards. 


The other six, including Hale Irwin, who 


had a disasterous 77 Saturday and was nine 
over par at 219, later signed and turned in 
their cards. 


That left 18 players to finish their third 
rounds Sunday, starting at 7:30 a.m. 
EDT, before the fourth round can get un- 
derway. But more thunderstorms are in the 
weather forecast for Sunday afternoon. 


Morgan claimed he was not nervous 


Saturday, but he got off to a shaky start 
anyway, three-putting for the first time in 
the tournament to bogey the second hole, 
blowing a threefoot birdie opportunity at 
the third and bunkering his approach to 
bogey the fourth. 


"I had played superbly for two rounds 


and I didn't know how much longer I could 
keep knocking the ball in the middle of the 
faiurway and right onto the green," said 
Morgan, an optometrist from Oklahoma 
who has delayed going into practice while 
taking a fling at the tour. 


Coody, the 1971 Masters champion, 


moved into second place at two under par 
through 49 holes by playing 13 holes Satur- 
day with four birdies and two bogeys. 
David Graham, the 
accomplished 


Australian international player who beat a 
designated field to win the $300,000 
\\estchester Classic last month, was next 
the 460-yard 10th.

Palmer Still Pessimistic 


BETHESDA, Md. (UPI> - Arnold 


Palmer said he's happy with the two- 
under-par 68 he shot Saturday in the PGA 
Championship, but he's still not too op- 
timistic about a high finish. 


"I've got to figure the leader after three 


rounds will be two or three under par, and 
that would put me seven or eight shots out 
of the lead." said Palmer, who had a three- 
round score of 215. five over. "It will also 
depend on how many players are bunched 
up around the lead. 


"I figure 280 (even par) is a good score. 


Whether it will be good enough to win. I 
don t know. But I'll take it." 


He said he is generally pleased with 


his game. 


"I've played well, except for a 10-hole 


lapse in the second round (when he shot a 
76) where I was eight over par. I've hit iron 
shots well and I've also putted well." 


He didn't really want to discuss the 


lapse. "There were reasons, and they were 
my fault, but I don't want to get into them. 
I did something on the ninth hole, and I 
never really regained my composure. 
Today, it was no problem at all." 


The round was Palmer's best in a PGA 


Championship in 10 years, and he said the 
7.024-yard Congressional Country Club 
course played about the same as it did in 
the first two rounds. 


"There was no change. I was hitting vir- 


tually the same clubs to greens that I did on 
every hole," he said. 
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stroke removed at even par including Jack 
Nicklaus, gunning for a record-tying fifth 
PGA Championship. Nicklaus, who came 
from behind to win three of his four 
previous PGA titles, matched par for 13 
holes Saturday and was even par after 49. 
Kite was at that figure for 48 holes, as was 
Don January, the 1967 PGA champion. 


Gary Player, a winner of this title twice 


and, like Nicklaus, one of only four men 
ever to win all four of the game's major 
professional titles (Ben Hogan and Gene 
Sarazen are the others), and Dave 
Stockton, the 1970 PGA champion, were at 
one over par. Player had completed 47 
holes while Stockton, who played the back 
nine in 32 for a one-under-par 69 Saturday, 
was the low scorer among those 52 players 
who finished their third rounds. 


Lee Elder was in for 54 holes at 70-212, 
two over, while Masters champion Ray 
Floyd was two over par after 50 holes and 
Ben Crenshaw, leading money winner on 
the PGA tour this year, was two over after 
48. 


Tom Weiskopf, the first round leader 


with a 65 who skied to 74 Friday, had a se- 
cond straight front-nine 39 and fell to three 
over par and six strokes behind Morgan. 


Morgan had claimed to be unaffected by 


the pressure of protecting a lead in this, 
only the second major pro championship 
he ever played in, but his play Saturday 
was the poorest of the tournament and he 
seemed certain to drop out of the lead if 
the rains had not come. 


He made bogeys at the second hole, 


a 215-yard, par-3, the 420-yard fourth, and 
the 460yard 10th. 


Kite fell back with a bogey at the third 


and a double bogey at the fourth and 
W e i s k o p f dropped over par for the 
first time in the tournament when he 
played his first four holes in four over. 


Although there will be many challengers 


Sunday, the one who figures to give 
Morgan the most trouble is Nicklaus, the 
defending champion and owner of a career 
record 16 major titles. 


The Golden Bear, patiently going about 


his work on the long and hilly 
Congressional layout, parred the first eight 
holes, 
birdied 
the 602-yard ninth, 


bogeyed the 10th and then made three 
more pars before play was halted. 


He had assessed his position after 36 


holes, six strokes behind, as "good" and 
was more pleased to creep within three on 
Saturday. 


Among those players who completed 


play, Joe Porter and John Schlee both 
had 70s Saturday for 213 totals, 1975 
British Open champion Tom Watson was at 
214 with Lou Graham, the 1975 U.S. Open 
champ and 22-year-old Jerry Pate, the 
1976 U.S. Open champion who birdied 
the last two holes for a 72. 


Arnold Palmer shot his best PGA round 


in 10 years, a 68, and was at 215 with J.C. 
Snead and Jerry Heard, and Hubert Green 
was at 216. 


Dave Hill, who needs to earn $1,404 


here~31st place will get it for him—to 
become the game's llth million dollar 
winner, was in good position to do it at 75- 
217. 


This was the second week in a row and 


sixth time on the tour this year that rain 
has forced suspensions or postponents in 
play. Heavy thunderstorms forced delays 
during both the third and fourth 
rounds of the U.S. Open in June but both 
those rounds were able to be completed in 
the same day.

New York — Although they may seem so 


on the outside because of the continuing 
banter at the practice fields, in the dor- 
mitories and cafeterias, pro football's 
training camps are not carefree, happy 
places. The currents of insecurity run deep 
because so many fall by the wayside in the 
final month before the regular season 
begins The insecurities breed boredom, 
frustration, self-reproach, fear for job or 
for body 


Last week, for example, Roger Staubach 


and Clint Longley had two fust fights at the 
Cowboy's camp in Thousand Oaks. Calif A 
few harmless fight's, usually between 
linemen, are common in camps. But there 
were quarterbacks. And they weren't 
harmless 


The first fight occurred after another of 


those seemingly endless passing drills, 
after Staubach fumbled a center snap as 
Drew Pearson ran the receiving pattern 
and then pulled up Longley, standing near- 
by, flipped a pass to Pearson, a severe 
breech of etiquette 


Words passed, and when the drill was 


over the two quarterbacks adjourned to a 
space behind a baseball dugout. Danny 
Reeves, an assistant coach, found them 
there with Staubach on top of Longley. who 
had thrown the first punch. 


"It's a new form of conditioning," said 


Longley whose sense of humor is larger 
than that of the somber Staubach. "We do 
it after running sprints and before lifting 
weights." 


Had it ended there, the Cowboys 


spokesmen who said it was a harmless inci- 
dent might have been right. 


But on Thursday the two came to blows 


again. Longley. who later said that 
Staubach had been on my case since camp 
started," scored a one-punch decision over 
Staubach Later, Staubach required seven 
to 10 stitches over his left eye 


Staubach, who called the punch 


"gutless." said, "I guess that was his way 
of saying goodbye ' 


After the incident, which occurred on the 


eve of the team's departure from Thousand 
Oaks, Coach Tom Landry told his players 
he did not want them discussing the bnef 
scuffle. 


"I just want to try to get the whole thing 


behind us." Landry said. 


But the incident will not be over until 


Dallas decides what it will do with Longley 
— trade him. place him on waivers or, 
perhaps, try to convince him to stick with 
the Cowboys. 


"We lave not made a final decision on 


Longley." Landry said. 


Longley left camp after the second fight, 


drawing a suspension without pay by Lan- 
dry And that's one way of trimming a 
roster. 


Jim McFarland. former University of 


Nebraska standout, said goodbye at the 
Dolphins' training camp last July 23 when 
he was traded to Tampa Bay He failed the 
physical there, and the journeyman tight 
end is back with the Miami team and 
worried that soon he will be saying good- 
bye a second time "I'm uneasy. I didn't 
want to come back, he said 


McFarland is working on his doctorate in 


sociology, but he is loath to quit "The 
thing about football, 
he said. "is the 


wonderful experience to be on a team 


For others it is the money. Oscar Reed, 


the seasoned running back who has no 
degrees, was let go by Minnesota a year 
ago Now he is back with the Vikings com- 
peting with younger players for a job. If the 
Vikings do not keep him, it is unlikely 
others will take him and Oscar knows that. 
He is 32 years old 


Dave Green, who was both the place 


kicker and the punter for Cincinnati last 
year, is getting messages. Chris Bahr. a 
place kicker and second-round draft choice 
from Penn State, has not disappointed and 
now the Bengals will try him as a punter 
too About Green's punting in a recent 
game, the quote from the coach. Bill 
i Tiger) Johnson was this, "Dave was very 
inconsistent I was disappointed." 


Paul Laaveg, a guard for the Redskins 


.since 1970. has suffered from the pains of 
pinched nerves around the neck and he 
didn t play last year. He is tired of laying 
around in his bunk at camp and so he is 
going to play - to see if he can play. Since 
guards block with their heads and necks, 
there is some risk involved and perhaps 
some fear. 


Bob Ptcard, a receiver and special teams' 


performer of whom very few have heard, is 
having a second chance with the Seattle 
Seahawks after three seasons in 
Philadelphia Picard. who Weeds a lot 
because his helmet breaks open the bridge 
of his nose, is hitting even-one in sight 


"Each human being gets only so many 


chances." he says. "You've got to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity you get."

sexual Dr. Renee Richards, 
formerly Dr. Richard Raskind, 
twill have to overcome "Catch- 
22" and prove that she is 
genetically a woman or she will 
not be allowed to play in the U.S. 
Open tennis championships, the 
United States Tennis Association 
announced Saturday. 


"While the USTA is sensitive 


to and respects the rights of in- 
dividuals to live as they may 
choose, it believes that the entry 
into women's events at the U.S. 
Open, the leading international 
t e n n i s tournament, of per- 
sons not genetically female 
would introduce an element of 
inequality and unfairness into 
the Championships," the USTA 
said. 


"Persons c o m p e t i n g as 


women will be required to un- 
dergo sex determination tests 
(sometimes referred to as the 
chromosome test) as used by the 
Olympics." 


The International 
Olympic 


Committee requires female 
competitors to take a simple test 
to determine, genetically, what 
their sex is. This test, called a 
Phenotype or Karyotype, in- 
volves taking a scraping from the 
inside of the cheek and checking 
to see whether that individual 
has male (XY) or female (XX) 
chromosomes. 


Therein lies the "Catch-22," as 


a sex-change operation does not 
affect a person's genes. So 
Richards could not possibly pass 
the test—unless she was bom (as 
Raskind) 
with 
female 


chromosomes, an extreme im- 
probability. 


Richards, a 41-year-old oph- 


thalmologist who specializes in 
eye surgery for children, un- 
derwent a sex-change operation 
about a year ago to become a 
woman and since that time has 
competed in only one tour- 
nament—which she won, 
beating top-seeded Robin Hams 
last month in La Jolla, Calif. She 
has also applied for, and been 
accepted at. the Tennis Week 
Open in South Orange, N.J., held 
Aug. 21-29 and serving as a prep 
for the U.S. Open, which begins 
Sept. 1. 


However, 
when Richards, 


who was a ranked male player in 
the ovcr-35 category before the 
operation, applied to compete in 
the Open it raised a furor over 
whether she was. in fact, a 
woman.

I'STA's ruling is the possibility 
that Richards could compete as

Gene Scott, the director of the 


South Orange tournament, did 
not use a Phenotype but rather

Foyt, still hoarse and weak 


from a bout with the flu since 
last week, was attacked by bees 
Friday at his Houston ranch and 
stung six times on his right 
forearm. 


"I don't feel all that good, but 


the car seems to be running 
okay," Foyt said Saturday 
after his qualifying speed of 
165.797 miles an hour. 


Foyt, who described his ear- 


lier ailment as the "Phila- 
delphia flu," said he was still 
running a high fever, but ex- 
pected to be physically pre- 
pared to complete the distance 
Sunday. 


The race is sponsored by the 


Trenton Times. 


The closest anyone else could 


come to Foyt, who two weeks 
earlier qualified seven miles an 
hour faster than anyone else for 
a race in Texas, was Gordon 
Johncock at 165.138 m p h 


Sunday's race, scheduled for 


live television broadcast on CBS, 
is set for a 4 p.m. EOT start It 
will be preceded by a 50-mile 
U. S. Auto Club midget car race 
on the big oval.

Thoughts about the University of Nebraska's 1976 foot- 


ball team while waiting for the opening of preseason practice 
Thursday morning. 


Monte Anthony goes into his junior season with 1,468 


yards rushing in 307 attempts for a 4.9-yard average. He led 
the Huskers in both his freshman and sophomore years, 651 
two years ago and 817 last season. 


He's ninth on Nebraska's all-time rushing chart. He 


needs 978 yards to overtake Tony Davis, the all-time leader 
with 2,445 yards. 


Anthony already has had four games in which he picked 


up more than 100 yards. His top figure was 157 against 
Colorado two years ago. He had 117 against Oklahoma State 
last year. Only other 100-plus games by NU players last year 
were Anthony's 107 against Kansas State and Dave 
Gillespie's 106 against Colorado. 


The Husker I-baek from Bellevue broke his wrist m the 


bpnng game and just got the cast off it a week ago last 
Friday He is undergoing a rehabilitation program now and 
it's doubtful he'll have any contact for a while. 


Trainer Paul Schneider said Anthony doesn't yet have 


complete movement of his wrist "It was the type of injury 
that sometimes takes forever to heal," he said. 


A much better report on quarterback Tom Sorley came 


from Schneider. "He's throwing every day," he said. Sorley 
broke his passing arm in a scrimmage late in spring drills. 


Experienced Huskers 
Nebraska's 1976 football team has 26 players who have 


, been in on more than 100 minutes of action during their 
' careers as Huskers. Most experienced is senior defensive 
'tackle Mike Fultz with 617 minutes, 355 of which came last 
season 


Ron Pruitt, who'll be at the other defensive tackle spot, 


goes into his final season with 585 minutes. He missed last 
season after breaking a leg in preseason practice. 


Experience is said to be important for offensive linemen 


and in this department, Nebraska shines. Least experienced 
is center Tom Davis, with 132 minutes of action. That's 
explained because the Huskers lost All-American center Rik 
Bonness. who played 1,100 minutes over three seasons. 


Across the line, the starters going into drills and the 


number of minutes played include: Bob Lingenfelter, left 
tackle. 465, left guard Dan Schmidt, 470; right guard Greg 
Jorgensen. 357; and right tackle Steve Hoins, 511. 


Tight end Ken Spaeth has played only 60 minutes, but at

Iowa's Rathbun Has Bright Future

Every experienced fisherman 


knows enough to keep a close 
lookout for new fishing holes - 
like new lakes coming into their 
prime. 
. , 
Such a lake is Iowa's new Lake 


Rathbun, about the size of a 
Harian County Reservoir and 
with potential to match. It's 
even a shorter drive for eastern 
Nebraska anglers than going to 
Big Mac and may have as much 
fishing potential down the road. 


Rathbun was filled in 1970 as a 


Corps of Engineers project to 
serve the dual purpose of flood 
conttol and recreation. Honey 
Creek State Park is located on its 
north shores. A new state 
hatchery, costing dose to $5% 
million, is located below the 
lake's spillway. 
Rathbun is not as deep as Lake 


McConaughy but Iowa's state 
fisheries people think it's got a 
good future for anglers in the 
Midwest. 


White bass, crappie and 


wallgyes currently are providing 
fishing excitement for people 
who'have tried the six-year-old 
waters. And striped bass, 
largemouth bass and hatchery- 
reared catfish are expected to be

something special for years 
ahead. 


The lake is located about 50 


miles south of Des Moines, near 
the town of Moravia in southcen- 
tral Iowa. Honey Creek State 
Park has a total of 11,000 water 
acres, campgrounds with a 
dump station and electricity, 
boat rentals, swimming and even 
snowmobiling. 


But fishing is what prompted a 


visit to this new lake. As is the 
case in most new im- 
poundments, the fourth through 
seventh year provide much of 
the best fishing possible. It's 
when, fed by abundant food 
supplies, stocked species in a 
new lake grow rapidly and when 
numbers generally are high. 


Rathbun, for the past two 


years, has been rated an 
excellent crappie lake. Park 
ranger Paul Egeland called 1974 
a super crappie year and 
predicted more good years 
ahead. Early spring provides 
crappie and walleye fishing 
aplenty. And late summer is 
white bass time. 


The white bass were loading

Several 
times in the few hours we fished 
the area, we had triples on the 
line.The white bass averaged in the 
one pound range with a few 
coming close to two pounds. 


While fishing action slowed for 


those using the artificial lures 
through late morning and early 
afternoon, our live bait kept put- 
ting fish in the livewelL The 
three dozen crawlers finally gave 
out after 38 nice white bass. 


Spykerman indicated the 


white bass have been going good 
all around the lake for several 
weeks and the largemouth pop- 
ulation had surprised many, in- 
cluding bass anglers on a local 
tournament a month earlier. 


Local experts think the future 


of Rathbun is a bright one. It's 
worth Nebraskans in the eastern 
end of the state to keep an eye 
on this fishing hole the next 
three or four years and perhaps 
well beyond, should continued 
dry seasons and heavy irrigation 
adversely affect Nebraska's big 
water fishing.

'•Actively support game managers through individual pro^cte 


and group conWvation&ties, being willing to report and^testify 
against aU game scofflaws with which he comes in contact;

Deadline Nears For Young Hunters 


A last-minute crush of some 


10,000 youngsters seeking hunter 
safety training is expected by the 
Game and Parks Commission 
once fall hunting seasons open. 


This year, state law requires 


that young hunters between 12 
and 16 complete the Com- 
mission's hunter safety course 
before going afield. So far, about 
30,000 have done so, but that's 
only about three quarters of the 
estimated number of hunters in 
the affected age group. The 
crush is expected to begin about 
Sept. 1, when dove, squirrel and 
rabbit seasons open. 


The course involves a 


minimum of six hours of training 
on gun handling, hunting ethics, 
landowner relations, and 
wildlife management, and is 
taught by 2,300 volunteer in- 
structors throughout the state. 


Those who are affected should 


not wait until the last minute to 
become certified. They should 
attempt to locate an instructor in 
their area and attend a hunter 
safety course. Instructors realize 
the problem and are attempting 
to schedule as many classes as 
possible in the time remaining. 


Information on instructors can

While the 
cost sharing of this program 
remains at 25%-75% proposi- 
tion, the federal funds are now 
contributed to by the archery in- 
dustry, which also includes an 
11% excise tax on its equipment. 
And so, it is now handgun and 
archery excise tax money behind 
the program.

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Levi: Washington Scene Peculiar

Atlanta — It was clear the at- 


torney general of the United 
State did not like the question. 
The tone of it was smug, hostile 
and faintly mocking — in other 
words, an average question at an 
average press conference. 


"I note the suspicion in your 


voice/' Edward Levi said to the 
radio reporter who had asked it. 
"And I also note that in this and 
in many cases it is unjustified." 


The reporters in the room 


exchanged knowing glances and 
smiled at each other, but he 
went on. "When I came to 
Washington it seemed divided 
between those who had lived 
through Watergate and felt they 
were the heroes of it and peopte 
like me who had not been 
through it and were regarded as 
outsiders," he said, "as I said at 
the time, we should not enshrine 
our scars too much." 


One phrase seemed to hang in 


the room long after Levi, who 
was speaking at the American 
Bar Assn. meeting, had left it: 
"people like me who... were 
regarded as outsiders." 


I knocked on his door. He let 


me into his hotel room and then 
walked over to the window and 
sat down in an overstuffed 
rocking chair. He had a pipe in 
his hand and toyed with it a few 
seconds before asking me what 
this was all about. 


Chicago Missed 
I didn't have any hard 


questions, I told him, nothing 
complicated. I just wanted to 
1 know if he missed Chicago, if 


he'd like to be back there. 


It was as if I had touched on 


some terribly intimate and per- 
sonal point; Levi turned his head 
away and fiddled with the pipe 
as he answered. "Of course I 
miss it," he said in a low voice. 
"Of course." 


When Levi left Chicago last 


year to become attorney general 
it marked not only a new era for 
the Justice Dept. but a new era 
for him It would mark only the 
seventh year of his life that he 
would be away from the city of 
Chicago in general and the 
University of Chicago in par- 
ticular. He is 65. 


"The Washington scene is 


peculiar," he said. "It is a scene 
anyone would find strange. 
There is such a heightened at- 
mosphere of gossip that you 
don't find anywhere else. 
Anyone, anyone would find his 
hands full." 


The governmental gossip has 


not been entirely kind to Levi. 
And the sense of his being not 
only from the outside, not only a 
nonparticipant in Watergate 
heroics, but also having been 
president of a Midwest universi- 
ty lies close to his surface. 


"It was stranjje how some felt 


that coming from a university, 


and a rather special university, 
was a disqualification," he said. 
"If you came from a law office, 
would that help? If you came 
from a wheeler-dealer 
background, would that help? 


'Used Up' 
"You soon find the only one 


qualified is the prior attorney 
general," Levi said with a small 
smite. "And he's used up." 


It was a strange joke. Not only 


were two of Levi's predecessors 
"used up," but convicted of 
crimes. Levi left a university 
that prides itself on reason and 
research and being above the 
fray to enter an office that had 
been a center for organized 
crime. 


And from the beginning, he 


was different. He was fond of 
saying that there were two sides 
to many questions and both sides 
had merit. He refused to give 
simplistic answers to a nation 
that feeds on little else. The 
press does not like him. 


"The relationship of the press 


to government is a strange one," 
he said, rocking gently in his 
chair. "The press is so ever- 
present and overwhelming in 
Washington. That isn't true in 
the rest of the country. I don't 
blame the press for that. 


Edward Levi 


"But what I find amazing is 


that the people read what the 
press says too diligently- That's 
our national disease." 


He delivered that line with a 


grin, but I wondered1 how much 
the criticism had hurt him. The 
FBI, an agency he was in charge 
of, had been rocked by new dis- 
closures of corruption. The 
school-busing controversy was 
still alive and unwell. Crime was 
still our national disgrace. 


Confidence Is Goal 
I asked him what he hoped to 


accomplish, what he had already 
accomplished. "I hoped for a 
restoration of public confidence 
in the department," he said. "I 
really believe that people no 
longer think it is being used as a 


partisan tool. I certainly hope 
they don't. 


"After that?" he said. "Well, 


in the long run one has to worry 
about the quality of legal work 
done for government and for 
society." 


And the long run for him, I 


asked? Even if President Ford 
wins the nomination, he would 
still have to beat Jimmy Carter. 
• And even if he did that, there 
was no guarantee that Levi 
would be asked to stay. 


Levi wouldn't answer directly, 


•but when he finally gave the type 
of answer I had learned to 
expect from him, 1 felt un- 
explainabry sad. If Levi is a man 
out of time and out of place I 
cannot help but feel the fault lies 
in us and not in him. We seek the 
simple and he knows the simple 
does not exist, we seek the quick 
and easy, while he knows the 
quick and easy are fictions. 


The last thing he told me was 


tire way he felt about 
Washington and his job: 


"It is always a great help to 


think you are in a strange land 
and you won't be there for long 
— to think that someday you will 
go back to where your roots 
are." 


He looked up at me and then 


looked down again. "That makes 
it much more enjoyable," he 
said. "Much more."

Employment Gap 


Party Over for Law Grads 


(c) Chicago Son-Times 
Chicago — David Folz, 25, has 


a job as a lawyer (trust depart- 
ment, Continental Bank). But 
one of his outside activities is 
helping law students who face a 
tough time getting jobs. 


Folz, given to cautious es- 


timates, is hardly overstating the 
problem of young lawyers trying 
to find jobs in their profession. A 
recognized authority on legal 
employment, Frances Utley of 
the American Bar Assn. (ABA) 
says "thousands of law 
graduates are not getting jobs as 
lawyers." 


There are statistics to back 


this up, and the only question is 
how bad is bad. > 


The employment gap is il- 


lustrated by the difference 
between the number of jobs 
available yearly and the new ad- 
missions to the bar (law 
graduates who are licensed to 
practice). 


The ABA says 34,216 graduates 


were admitted to the bar 
nationwide in 1975, and it 
expects a similar total this year. 


For several years the U.S. 


Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) 
has been estimating a total of 
20,000 lawyer jobs opening up 
annually through 1985. 


Employment gap: a yawning 


14,000. 


Just this spring BLS modified 


its estimate upward, to 26,400 
job openings a year, still leaving 
a formidable gap of 8,000. 


Similar to Teachers 
How did this unbalance come 


about? 


It is a story similar to the over- 


supply of school teachers. 
During the 1960s there was a 
rapid buildup of demand for at- 
torneys. Students swarmed the 
field. Law schools increased 
volume and new ones opened. 
By the early '70s supply began to 
outrun demand. 


During the boom period, part 


of the appeal of law wasn't 
merely a statistical employment 
demand. There was also glamor. 


"It wasn't unusual," said Folz, 


"for law-school seniors to be 
flown to the West Coast for job 
interviews, and Atlanta and New 
York City. It was an exciting 
thing. Plus a lot of reform was 
being done in the law, in the 
Supreme Court and elsewhere " 


During the Kennedy and John- 


son years of social reform 
lawyers were important and 
prominent — as they also were 
during the prolonged business

boom, helping firms with taxes 
and mergers. 


Folz, who is chairman of the 


law students' committee in the 
young lawyers' section of the 
Chicago Bar Assn, said one of 
the committee's functions has 
been to encourage job hunting in 
accounting firms, insurance 
companies, banks, legal 
publications and government. 


While a variety of employers 


other than law firms hire young 
attorneys, many graduates shy 
away from such jobs. It just isn't 
the lawyerlike career they had in 
mind when they pointed for law 
school, got their degree and set 
their cap for a prestigious down- 
town law firm. 


Grad School Alternative 
Another alternative is 


graduate school Folz said some 
students, finishing low in class 
standings and failing to get a job 
go on to graduate school, 
perhaps to become specialists in 
a legal field like taxes and make 
themselves more salable 


The alternative of starting a 


new practice is also beginning to- 
edge into the picture. Some do it 
solo, some take a partner. But 
it's no longer unheard of. 


For the immediate future the 


prospect of getting a job as a 
lawyer is clouded. Mrs. Utley, 
manager of the ABA's lawyer 
placement information service, 
thinks the job market will be 
tough for at least three years. 
After that it may ease. She 
thinks the huge growth in 
graduates has probably peaked. 
The feedback about the tight 
market has begun to affect 
potential students. "They are 
beginning to back away," Mrs. 
Utley observed. 


Mrs. Utley says law firms, like 


all American business, have 
become noticeably concerned 
about costs. 


"Firms are concerned about 


new employes being unaware of 
the amount of time that can 
realistically be billed to a 
client," she said 


Thus graduates who are 


prepared to work efficiently for 
an employer and can get that 
message across — perhaps subt- 
ly — may find they can land a 
job after all

Christians 
Thinking 
Partition 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


The leader of Lebanon's largest 
Christian militia said Saturday 
that after 17 months of civil war 
between Christians and Molems 
"partition has become a 
reality." 


Pierre Gemayel, head of the 


rightist Phalange Party, 
suggested the only immediate 
solution is separate Moslem and 
Christian local governments un- 
ited under a federal executive. 


"The Lebanese formula was 


directly hit during the war ... and 
partition has become a reality," 
he said in a broadcast over the 
Phalange radio. "The immediate 
return to our previous way of 
living is difficult if not im- 
possible." 


The Lebanese formula refers 


to a 1943 agreement between the 
nation's two major religious 
groups. It provides for the divi- 
sion of all executive and 
legislative posts between 
Christians and Moslems in the 
ratio of six Christians to five 
Moslems. The President has 
been traditionally a Maronite 
Christian while the prime 
minister is a Sunni Moslem. 


Gemayel's declaration was the 


most explicit indication so far 
that Christian leaders are 
thftdong of partition now that 
their gunmen have occupied Tal 
Zaatar refugee camp and 
thereby removed the last 
Modern stronghold from the 800- 
squafe-mite Christian heartland. 
The area runs norm along the 
coast from Beirut to just south 
of Tripoli. 


Gemayel said a "decen- 


tralized" government is the best 
way to approach the disintegra- 
tion of this 4,015-square-mile na- 
tion into a Christian enclave 
backed by Syria and a Moslem 
enclave including Palestinians. 


Leftists Moslems and 


Palestinians hold Tripoli and a 
small coastal area around it, in 
addition to the southern coast 
and southeastern Lebanon. 
Syrian forces control inland 
areas and most of eastern 
Lebanon, totaling about two- 
thirds of the country. 


Gemayel's Phalange party has 


been the unofficial government 
of Christian Lebanon for 
months, guided by President 
Suleiman Franjieh and former 
President Camille Chamoun. 


Kama! Jumblatt, the top lef- 


tist leader in the Moslem- 
Palestinian alliance, recently an- 
nounced a civil administration 
also is being set up for the 
Moslem side. 


Constitutional arrangements 


along lines suggested by 
Gemayel thus would do little 
more than apply a legitimate 
veneer to the situation created 
by a year and a half of bitter 
fighting in which an estimated 
34,000 persons have lost their 
lives. 


The battles continued 


sporadically Saturday with light 
machine gun fire along the 
rubble-strewn front line splitting 
Beirut into Moslem and Chris- 
tian sectors.

The House vote means the issue will go once again to the 


Senate, which had earlier voted against the anti-abortion

Supporters of abandoning the antiabortion amend- 


ment argued it would prevent abortions even in cases 
where the operation was needed to save the life of the 
mother, would prevent medical schools from teaching 
about abortions and would discriminate against poor 
women who rely on publicly funded health facilities 
while doing nothing to curb abortions for rich women 
who could afford private clinics.

Postcard Registration. By a vote of 255-130, the House 


adopted an amendment to a postcard voter registration bill that 
would limit the distribution of registration forms to post offices 
and other government offices. The bill originally had provided 
for a nationwide mass mailing of postcard registration forms. 


Supporters of limiting the distribution to post of- 


fices and government offices argued mass mailing of 
registration forms would result in unnecessary 
duplication because individuals who were already 
registered would receive forms. They cited the 
expense estimated to be between J50-million and $500- 
million, involved in a mass mailing. 


Opponents said the elimination of the mass mailing 


feature would destroy the concept and the purpose of 
the legislation. They argued mass mailing was the best 
way to reach potential voters who do not have the 
means of getting into central registration places or 
time to pick up registration forms.

2,000-page bill to revise the tax laws of the United States. 


Among other things, the bill extended the 1975 tax cuts for 


individuals and businesses, liberalized the estate and gift tax 
laws, tightened up on the use of tax shelters and on the 
minimum tax for wealthy individuals, and provided additional 
tax breaks for producers of alternative sources of energy, 
railroads, airlines, life insurance companies, and other specific 
industries.

Aircraft Carrier Delay. By a 35-50 vote, the Senate rejected 


an amendment to the $104 billion defense appropriations bill 
that would have delayed until Feb. 1,1977, expenditure of $350 
million included in the bill to begin construction of the nuclear 
power plant for a fourth Rinitz-dass aircraft carrier. (The $2- 
billion ship would be requested in next year's defense budget.) 


Supporters argued it would allow time for comple- 


tion of a study now under way by the National Security 
Council to consider future U.S. naval policy, including 
the role of the aircraft carrier. They pointed out that 
many naval officers favored the construction of large 
numbers of smaller, less expensive, conventionally 
powered carriers carrying vertical take-off and lan- 
ding planes. 


Opponents said a new carrier was necessary to 


replace the World War I l-vintage U.S.S. Midway which 
will be 39 years old in 1984, when the new ship should be 
completed. They said the versatility of the large 
carrier's planes made it a major concern of the Soviet 
Union. They added combat-effective vertical take-off 
and landing planes would require years of additional 
development before they rivaled the conventional 
planes carried by a large carrier. .

Study: Food Industry Ties Influence Nutritionists 


Washington (AP) — Rep. 


Benjamin Rosenthal and a con- 
sumer study group said Saturday 
that some eminent nutritionists 
"have traded their independence 
for the food industry's favors." 


The New York Democrat said 


a study shows some of the 
nutritionists who make public 
analyses on consumer problems 
are on boards or have other ties 
with food companies. 


The study, titled "Feeding at 


the Company Trough," was 
made by a nonprofit organiza- 
tion that calls itself the Center 
for Science in the Public 
Interest. 


Dr. Michael Jacobson, co- 


director of the group said, "One 
can only come to the conclusion 
that industry grants, consulting 
fees and directorships are 
muzzling, if not prostituting 
nutrition and food science 
professors." 


Jacobson said in an interview 


the study was not aimed at dis- 
crediting professors' public 
statements on consumer matters 
or testimony but to show "they 
should be taken with a grain of 
salt." 


Rosenthal and Jacobson men- 


tioned nutrition research at Har- 
vard University and the oiiiver- 


sity of Wisconsin. Spokesmen for 
schools denied that their 
research was influenced by food 
industry funds. 


Rosenthal and Jacobson said 


the study found that the Harvard 
Department of Nutrition has 
received $2 million in donations 
from industry from 1971 to 1974. 


They said some of the 


donations came from food com- 
panies, including the Amstar 
Corp., Beatrice Foods, Coca 
Cola, Kellogg, Gerber, Oscar 
Meyer and others. 


As an example, Rosenthal 


cited a Kellogg-sponsored study 
by the Harvard School of Dental 


Medicine which said it found no 
link between sugar-coated 
cereals and tooth decay. The 
study's findings were released 
without revealing the Kellogg 
sponsorship, he said. 


"The 
cereal industry 


ballyhooed the report, saying 
'scientific studies prove cereals 
don't cause cavities, are vital to 
the nation's health.'" Rosenthal 
said. "But the Harvard report 
was later criticized by the 
medical community." 


Officials of the Harvard School 


of Public Health confirmed that 
the school and its nutrition 


department have received con- 
tributions from the food industry 
for research but said they .fere, 
not sure the $2 million ffljure 
was accurate.

bills, announcements and other 
bulk jobs for 12t, rather than the 
normal 13c rate. 


Certain requirements must be 


met *efore a frugal Postal Ser- 
vice customer can cash in on the 
savings, however. 


According to a Postal Service 


spokesman, a minimum of 500 


pieces must be mailed at a time 
to qualify for the discount. In ad- 
dition, the postal customer must 
sort the discount mail according 
to zip codes before taking it to 
the post office. 


Zip Codes 
At least 10 pieces must be 


mailed within each five-digit zip 
code, and at least 50 within each 
three-digit zip code. Three-digit 
zips serve rural areas with wide- 
ly spread populations. 


Also, a customer using the 


postal discount must use a 
postage meter or a preprinted 
stamped envelope

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Nebraska Author Dick 
Preserves Plains Past 


By Gilbert Savery 
Everett and Opal Dick are still in love, that's 


pretty obvious. 


They celebrated their 50th wedding anniver- 


sary in 1973. But their love affair is not only with 
each other. It is also with a common Interest: the 
American frontier. For the most part, it centers 
around the trans-Missouri west. 


The two have shared extraordinarily in recor- 


ding the social history of the Plains states in 
detailed and compelling fashion. 


"There's history in the air," Dr. Dick 


observed, referring to renewed interest in the past 
during this bicentennial year. 


Dr. Dick is author of 11 books. The most recent 


is "Conquering the Great American Desert," 
reviewed on the book page of FOCUS magazine in 
today's editions. 


If Everett Dick is not a household name in 


Nebraska, it should be, for he knows more about 
Nebraskans than they themselves know. He has 
written about where they came from, how their 
parents and grandparents lived, worked, loved, and 
built, how they failed and how they persevered. 


Dick is not unaware of political history, but he 


apparently is quite content to let others tell that 
story. 


Aug. 15,1976 
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"When I started out I found there was little 


about how people actually lived. My thought was to 
put flesh and bones on history," he said. 


That thought was not easily fulfilled. It 


triggered a lifetime of painstaking research. Mrs. 
Dick thinks one of her husband's greatest strengths 
as a historian is his practice of ferreting out 
primary sources for most of his information. Both 
agree he sometimes could have saved much time 
referring to secondary sources more frequently. 


Dirk uses what he describes as a standard 


system of research. That is, he records the subject, 
date, information and source on 3 z 5 filing cards. 
He limits the data on each card to one subject. The 
cards are placed in long boxes for later sorting. 
Two or three boxes are filled before Dick is ready 
to organize the material and start writing. He 
makes it sound simple. 


On some projects, Mrs. Dick helps in original 


research by copying material onto reference cards, 
or she may see information she wants to call to her 
husband's attention. 


"The decision as to what is used is always his," 


she said, smiling. 


Leaning back on the davenport in their comfor- 


table, though aging. College View residence, Dick 
said he takes a look at what he has collected in his 
research. To him it apparently falls into logical 
categories. Then the work starts a new phase. 


With material sorted, the author writes. His 


wife checks the manuscript with him. They read to 
each other. Corrections are made. Phrasing is

The most common dance at the

traditional powwow event, dancers 
enarde a blanket laid on the ground. 
The participants toss money on the 
blanket to pay for the honored 
dancers' food or transportation. 


Some of the dances torn into con- 


tests in which competition is based on 
dancing ability and the authenticity of 
costumes. 


To maintain the dignity of the 


powwow dances, observers are asked 
to stand during prayers, grand entries, 
honoring dances and flag songs. 


Observers also are asked to refrain 


from photographing (lancers during 
the contests, tape recording singers 
during the contests or touching the 
dancers' costumes.

refined. Then Mrs. Dick turns to an electric 
typewriter to put the manuscript into final form for 
submission to a publisher. 


At first, Dick, now research professor of 


American history at Union College, wrote his books 
in longhand. That was easy because he once taught 
penmanship. It was then up to Mrs. Dick to edit 
and retype those manuscripts. 


But later the author turned to the use of what 


is now a well-worn portable typewriter. He has 
written eight books with it. 


He has hunted and pecked his way into 


leadership in his field by producing what are 
recognized as some of the most carefully 
researched books on American frontier life. But 
while the Dicks probe library files around the na- 
tion for historical data, they are not insulated from 
contemporary concerns and they never have been. 


During World War H, Dick was instrumental in 


creating and implementing a medical cadet corps 
in which Seventh-day Adventists could serve 
because they object to bearing arms. 


Old newspaper clippings recount in detail 


Dick's concept of teaching a young man "how he 
should represent his faith in the Army so he won't 
be thought of as a gold-bricker." Dick himself was 
a Marine in World War I. 


What historian Dick sees against his 


background knowledge of American life does not 
always please him. 


This man who whistles happily around his 


home expresses concern for the nation's future. He 
is inclined to agree with the pessimistic outlook of 
famed historian Henry Steele Commager who sees 
materialism as dominating contemporary 
American life. 


Dick laments the breakdown of homelife and 


fears continuing bad consequences. "The next 
generation is going to show that," he said. 


Dick's commitment to his own church has kept 


him at Union College even though he has been 
offered positions by the University of Missouri and 
the University of Wisconsin. A graduate of Union, 
he holds a master's from the University of 
Nebraska and a Ph D from Wisconsin. 


Dick is now working on the last chapter of a 


book tentatively titled "Life in Kansas - 1900- 
1925." Mainly biographical, it aims to tell "how we 
lived, what we did, how we got flies out of the 
house and how we harnessed horses." 


But that's not all. Another volume on "The 


Frontier Woman" is also in the works, an effort 
that has taken the Dicks to the Huntington Library 
at San Marino, Calif., where important research 
material is available. 


The Dick family is an active one. One son is a 


neurologist in the Los Angeles area, another is a 
communications specialist involved in teaching and 
in religious television production in Tennessee and 
a daughter is a missionary in Luna, Peru. 


How does Dick manage to get so much done — 


helping raise a family, teaching, raising money for 
Union College, traveling extensively and writing 11 
books? 


"He's a compulsive writer," Mrs. Dick 


explained. "If he wakes up at 4:30 in the morning 
he writes. A lot of people can't do that." 


Surrounded as they are by many achievements 


and achievers, the Dicks seemingly have little to be 
modest about. But somehow they have achieved 
modesty, too.

In Newark. Manghisi was chief of a 272- 


man detective force with a fat budget and 
extensive facilities. In Clinton, as he 
describes it, be operates out of "two cigar 
boxes back to back." 


"They think I'm crazy," Manghisi said. 


Newark was the big time. Only last Oc- 


tober Manghisi headed the security detail 
dunng President Gerald Ford's visit 
which arrested a man with a knife who 
was accused of threatening the 
President's life. 


"They say, 'in Newark you had it made' 


- in other words just sit back and push 
buttons." Manghisi said. 


But, after 28 years on the Newark 


force, Manghia is convinced he made the 
right move. 


Small-Town Boy 
'I'm a small-town boy at heart," he 


said "I'm 10 years younger and five 
pounds lighter, but I'm still bald." 


The chief took an $8,000 pay cut from 


123,000 in Newark to $15,000 in Clinton. 
However, he will begin drawing a half 
pension from Newark in October. 


"I'm a new person," Manghisi said. "I

"I'm really not a chief here, I'm more 


like a patrolman," Manghisi said "The 
rank never meant that much to me. It just 
came and I accepted it" 


Manghisi decided to take the job in 


Canton after a friend told him the town 
was looking for a polk* chief. His family 


still lives in Newark's Vailsburg section 
but they plan to move to Clinton later this 
year. 


Clinton does have its problems, es- 


pecially with break-ins, and the town is 
growing. 


Big City Stuff 
"We may get some city problems," 


Manghisi said. 


So all of Manghisi's officers have 


visited Newark's police headquarters to 
get the feel of a big city police force 
Several have gone on narcotics and 
robbery stakeout duty with Newark 
detectives 


"The fellows out here like to have the 


taste of being a city policeman, but I 
think you can appreciate the job in any 
place," Manghisi said.

There s more to bowling than rolling a 


ball down an alley and knocking over a few 
pins 


Recent surveys show that more people 


are finding that out Roughly one out of 
every three Americans has bowled at one 
time or another It's not hard to unders- 
tand, then, that bowling is fast becoming 
one of America's favorite recreational ac- 
tivities 


There are six bowling establishments in 


the Lincoln Bowling Assn, including five 
houses in town and one, Two Eyed Jacks, 
in Emerald 


Three of the Lincoln houses are along 


The playing surface: There are two rows 
with five dots in each row at the back part 
of the lane or approach These are to help 
the bowler place his feet The area between 
the foul line and the arrows is the heads 
There are seven arrows, numbered 1 
through 7 beginning with the arrow on the 
right Thus the middle arrow is the fourth 
arrow The area between the second arrow 
and the fourth arrow, running down from 
the foul line to the pins is the track area 
The arrows are used as targets for the 
bowler The dots between the foul line and 
the arrows also may be used as a target. 


48th Street — including Hollywood Bowl, 
48th & Vine, Parkway Lanes, between Van 
Dorn and Normal Blvd. and Bnarpark, 
48th &Hwy 2 Plaza Bowl is just north of 0 
Street on Corner Blvd , while Bowl-Mor is 
in the downtown area at 9th & M Sts 


Each house offers league bowling and 


has times set aside for open bowling for 
those who do not wish to join a league In 
addition, all six have leagues especially for 
junior bowlers (high school age or younger) 
and Hollywood and Parkway also offer 
leagues for senior citizens. Parkway, 
through the downtown YMCA, also offers a 
league for the physically handicapped 
getting started 


Typically, the houses offer open bowling 


on Saturdays and Sundays and during the 
summer time also have open bowling 
during the days 


Leagues are offered in two sessions, 


summer and fall Fall leagues usually begin 
around the end of August and last until 
mid-May They span between 30 and 36 
weeks of involvement Summer leagues are 
much more abbreviated, lasting about 12 
weeks 


To open bowl, a kegler need only rent a 


pair of shoes (25?) and pay for the games he 
bowls (usually 75c a hne or game) Bowling 
balls are provided with all standard 
weights (10 to 16 pound range) available 


League bowling, of course, is quasi- 


professional, and consequently more 
expensive 


A bowler must be sanctioned by either 


the American Bowling Congress for men or 
the Women's International Bowling 
Congress for women to participate in a 
league Sanctions last for one full year, in-

work with new trims you've seen in your local 
sewing center, these crafts are sure delights. 


1. Patchwork Pillow: Collect trims accor- 


ding to their widths. Cut them in varying 
lengths. Sew the lengths together to form 
patchwork strips. Sew the strips together 
lengthwise with tt-inch seams to the desired 
pillow size. 


Cut a plain piece of fabric the size of the 


patchwork ribbons. With both right sides facing 
sew along 3% sides. Turn inside out, stuff and 
hand sew the open seam closed. 


2. Seat Covets: Cut sturdy fabric the size of 


the chair seat plus one inch extra on all sides. 
Sew the extra inch under for a hem. Add ribbon 
ties to the back as well as to the front, if needed. 


Cut the balls from ball fringe and glue them 


around the outer edge of the cover with white 
glue. Fill in the remaining section. 


3. Rupee Picture Frtmet: Glue double 


edge lace to wide, flat frames using brushed-on 
white glue Miter the lace in 45-degree angles at 
the comers. When dry, paint the frames your 
desired color. When the paint dries, brush on a 
dark stain or thinned oil paint and wipe off im- 
mediately. The stain will fill in the recessed 
areas of the lace. 


4. Simple Weavings: A simple cardboard 


loom, like the one shown, has slits cut along the 
top and bottom edges. Wrap yarn up and down 
through the slits. 


Weave trims in and out of the yam on the 


loom. Fold all side ends to the underside and 
stitch down. Slip the weaving off the loom. Cut 
the top loops and tie every two together. Make 
place mats, tote bags, pillows, or wall hangings. 


5. Decoupage Ware: Glue trims to painted 


cookie tins, goblets, and boxes using white glue. 
Keep all glued edges flat. When dry, brush on a 
decoupage or a plastic-based finish. Dry and 
then add two more coatings.

Administrator No Stereotype 


By Linda Ulrica 


When Gayle Hurlbcrt began working for 


the Lincoln Public Schools 16 years ago, 
she taught children the three Rs. 


' Now as administrative assistant for per- 
sonnel services, she teaches — by her own 
example - the three Cs of being compe- 
tent, capable and caring. 


It's almost too easy to describe her in 


terms of how she breaks the stereotype of 
administrators. Her room is not smoke- 
filled. She is feminine, pretty, soft-spoken, 
assertive without being aggressive. 
\ And it is because she is all of these 
things, plus an administrator, that she 
makes her plea for "the matching of the 
ialents of individuals with the needs of the 
institution free of any stereotyping based 
on sex." 


'Statistics Show 
' She quietly ticks off national statistics 
that illustrate why this needs to be done. 


I • Women comprise 85% of the teaching 
force but less than 20% of the ad- 
ministrative posts. 


^ • Less than 1% of the superintendents, 
less than 3% of the secondary school prin- 
cipals and less than 15% of the elementary 
school principals are women. 


• Twice as many men as women are ap- 


pointed to educational administrative posts 
prior to age 35 and women in such posts 
have three times as much teaching 
experience. 


• Less than 10% of the tenured faculty 


are women. 


• The average salary for women in 


school systems is $2500 less than men. 


Better Than Average 


The bright spot is that Lincoln fares better 
than national averages, Hurlbert noted. 


In the local public school system about 


30% of those on the administrative salary 
schedule are women—well above national 
norms — but even so, at the senior high 


"Few women have life plans. They live 


with contingencies 'If I get married' or 'If 
my husband doesn't get transferred.' 


"Presently women are caught in a time 


warp. They are ready for a changing role 
but the world of work and their immediate 
family members may not be. 


"What is needed, perhaps, is the release 


of the human individual talent without 
prior restrictions." 


With encouragement rather than dis- 


couragement, "graduate school matricula- 
tion figures tell us there are as many 
qualified women as men and women do 
succeed in the management role, she said. 


Success Drive 
Studies also show prevailing 


characteristics for these women include a 
great drive for success, a sense of un- 
iqueness, an excellent academic record, 
strong communication skills, strong family 


level, there ave no women in adrainistra- ties and especially with then- father and 
tion. 
they often are the oldest child in the fami- 


Hurlbert attributes Lincoln's better ly, she added. 


Gayle Hurlbert 


mark mainly to Superintendent John 
Prasch, his cabinet and the board of educa- 
tion "who support the women who have 
the talent and interest to move into ad- 
ministration." 


It is important to encourage those 


women, she said, because school is one of 
the "molding factors" in a child's life and 
as children interact with adults during the 
school day, "they do develop a view of the 
power structure that becomes a part of the 
child... there is no doubt that schools as a 
microcosm of society have a great in- 
fluence on children." 


Different Roles 
As for the reasons there are so few 


women hi educational administration, Dr. 
Hurlbert names several: 


"Perhaps women have not aspired to 


those kinds of roles; women have not had 
the encouragement men have had, some 
women have felt they could not combine a 
full-time administrative career with the 
career of home-manager, many women are 
not as mobile as men. 


Research also indicates more women are 


supporting other women, she said. 


"The queen bee syndrome — I made it 


now you do it — is not as evident as it once 
was." 


Support always has been there for her, 


she said. "I've been very fortunate in the 
professional support I've had throughout 
my entire career." 


Administrative work is just as rewarding 


as teaching for her, she said, because of 
what she terms the multiplication concept. 
"A teacher works with a given number of 
students. As an administrator I work with a 
wide range of people, including 
professionals and parents. The effect is less 
direct but it is greater." 


Hurlbert received her bachelor's, 


master's and doctorate degrees from the 
University of Nebraska.

Sniper's Ex-Girl Afraid 
She's Partly to Blame 
Wichita (AP) - A 16-year-old 


Wichita girl who jilted Michael 
Soles a month before he alleged- 
ly climbed to the top of a down- 
town hotel and opened fire on 
shoppers and office workers 
wonders if her action may have 
contributed to the tragedy that 
claimed three lives 


Anna Gosdener, the only girl 


the alleged sniper dated serious- 
ly, said she returned Soles' high 
school class nng a month before 
the shootings and told him she 
was engaged to another man 


' I wish in a way that we 


hadn t broken up," she said "I 
mean, I feel sorry about 
everything But, if he wanted to 
hurt somebody why didn t he 
hurt me9 


Motive 
Police say they have es- 


tablished a motive in the 
shootings Wednesday from the 
26th floor of the Holiday Inn 
Plaza, but cannot discuss it until 
Soles is tried on charges of first- 
degree murder 


Miss Gosdener said police 


have told her that the ending of 
Soles three-week relationship 
with her may have contributed 
to the tragedy 


Anna a junior at West High 


School met Soles May 13 at a 
dinner party in the home of 
Timothy Hutton an evangelist in 
the South Seneca Church of 
Christ, which the two young peo- 
ple attended Soles was living at 
the Hutton home 


' He never wanted to talk 


about himself," she recalled 
'He said, 'There's nothing to 
tell ' He just kept asking 
questions about me and what I'd 
done that day — stuff like that" 


Soles once took her to the Hut- 


ton home and showed her two 
rifles hanging above his bed 


No Proposal 
He said he wanted to get 


married and have children and 
go to college but he never asked 
hertomarryhim Henevermen- 


tioned dating other girls and 
never said how he felt about her 


On June 15, just before he left 


to visit his parents in San 
Springs, Okla, for two weeks, he 
visited her and learned she was 
dating another man 


She last saw him July 11, 


exactly one month before the 
shootings 


She told him she was engaged 


to be married 


"Then he got up and went out 


the door," she said "He banged 
his fist into the hood of his car, 
then he got in and screeched out 
of the driveway 


"I never saw Mike after that" 
Sniping Incident 
On Aug 11, Soles allegedly 


carried two rifles into the 
Holiday Inn in downtown 
Wichita and went to the 26th 
floor, where he went to a 
balcony overlooking streets and 
parks in the citys core, and 
began shooting 


The gunfire lasted 11 minutes, 


killing three persons and woun- 
ding seven others, until police 
blasted through a wall adjoining 
the balcony area and wounded 
Soles 


He is now recovering from his 


wounds and is in good condition 
under police guard at a hospital 
facing 15 felony charges that in- 
clude first-degree murder His 
bond has been set at $1 million 


On Saturday, the three men 


killed in the sniping incident 
were buried Joe Goulart, 56, a 
free-lance photographer, Elmer 
Wallace Hensley, 57, a glass 
worker, and Mark Falen, 22, a 
savings and loan officer, were 
buried in separate services at 
Wichita and Atchison, Kan,

He opts for the 
Widow Starbuck's cool company 
which turns into hot bedroom 
activity. 


Amanda wants to tie the knot 


until she hears his robber 
cohorts are approaching the 
hangman's noose. She attempts 
to send him to save the four- 
some. Graham is pursued by the 


posse, changes identity and gets 
put into prison for crimes of 
someone else. 


In the meantime, Amanda is 


sure he is dead. The love story-is 
immortalized in a syrupy book 
and song and they become THE 
story of the world. In his 
absence, Graham becomes a 
,hero blown out of proportion, by 
everyone including Amanda. 


In this awkward and 


sometimes funny piece — it 
takes an awfully long time for 


that first laugh to find its way 
out — there is some surprisingly 
good material bantered about by 
Bronson and Ms. Ireland.

Barber Shop Coach Hopes Collegians Will Join Vocalist

He could have continued 


playing with Lawrence Welk. 
But Harold Vant decided that 
traveling with a dance band on 
the road all the time wasn't the 
life for a young married couple. 


"I played bass horn and bass 


viol. Lots of people ask me if I 
am sorry I didn't go on with 
Welk, but I have never regretted 
it a minute," Vant says. "I quit 
when Welk went to Chicago." 


And Vant has found another 


true love in a hobby — the Socie- 
ty for the Preservation and En- 
couragement of Barber Shop 
Quartet Singing in America, the 
Lincoln Continentals chapter of 
course. 


He coaches the chorus, sings 


in a quartet and is studying to be 
a sound judge for the various 
competitions. 


What do coaches do? 
"Well, Jon Peterson is the 


director and I coach the group," 
Vant explains. "We work toward 
matching word sounds, how to 
sing vowels and consonants We 
work on blends." 


The Lincoln group won a com- 


petition here in the spring and 
goes to the Central States 
District contest in Omaha in Oc- 
tober. 


"We certainly hope to win this 


chorus competition, because 
then we would go to the national 
in Philadelphia next year," Vant 
says. "We have about 88 
members now and our goal is 106 
in 76. 


"We meet each Monday night 


at St. Mark's United Methodist 
Church (70th and Vine). I always 
have a special section — tenors, 
leads, baritones or basses — for 
a period before the regular 
sing." 


Vant explains that in barber 


shop singing, the lead is a very 
important role. "He sings the 
melody and the other three 
voices blend to his in a quartet. 
The lead role is the mainstay. 
The tenner, baritone and bass 
must harmonize with bis voice. 


"The same is true in the 


chorus. We have a seetion of 
leads. However there are fewer 
tenors than there are voices in 
other sections because the 
tenors sing quite a bit in falsetto 
— it's like yodeung It comes on 
stronger than the rest of the 
voices."

Smoking Ban Works In Italian Cinemas 


Rome (UPI) — Cinema 


owners shuddered and poised to 
count the empty seats when 
Italy's law banning smoking in 
just about every enclosed public 
place took effect in June. 


Now they're all smiles. 
The feared exodus of 


moviegoing smokers hasn't 
happened and the exceptions, 
like the man who walked out of a 
soft porn film after telling the 
manager "you can't expect peo- 
ple to watch such films and not 
smoke," have been few. 


Cleaners still find a few furtive 


cigaret butts under the seats pr 
in empty candy packages. But 
cinema owners report no atten- 


dance drop and say the ban has 
met with overall approval. 


"Patents are pleased because 


they can bring their children to 
the movies without encouraging 
them to become involuntary 
smokers," one manager said. 
"And the colors on the screen 
look more authentic." 


Smoke-dulled screens only last 


about two years and cost around 
$40,000 io replace. Cinema 
owners also are saving on repairs 
of burn-damaged seats and 
carpeting. 


On paper the antismoking law 


sounded tough. 


But it carried a big loophole of 


exceptions if prescribed air- 


conditioning or circulation 
norms were met. And its limits, 
plus who must enforce it, were 
not clearly spelled out. 


Most of Italy's cinemas are not 


air-conditioned and the owners 
had visions of costly conversions 
to lure back patrons who smoke. 


Passed by Parliament last 


November, the law prohibits 
smoking in cinemas, theaters, 
premises "closed and used for 
public gatherings," museums, 
libraries, galleries, lecture halls, 
waiting rooms at railway 
stations, airports and seaports,

Director, Cast Know 
Blacklist First-hand 


Hollywood (UPlr- Lest 


anyone forget the blacklists of 
Sen. Joe McCarthy's era, 
producer-director Martin Pitt is 
making a movie based on those 
touchy times. 


Titled The Front, the picture 


stars Woody Allen as a front man 
for blacklisted screen writers. 
Allen's character has no writing 
talent at all but achieves fame by 
allowing banned scenarists to 
use his name to sell their stories. 


The premise is comedic on the 


surface. Beneath it lies an indict- 
ment of the attitudes and prac- 
tices of politicians and the 
movie-television establishment 
of the 1940s and 50s. 


Ritt is intimately familiar with 


the subject. He was blacklisted. 


The bitterness remains with 


Ritt, whose movies include such 
strong social commentaries as 
Hud and Sounder. 


The director said he was 


blacklisted by all three networks 
and didn't work for any of them 
for six years." 


The blacklist was never ad- 


mitted by anyone. "The nearest 
thing to an actual list was a 
book, Red Channels, circulated 
in New York, that listed all the 
people it suspected of being 


communists or communist svm- 
pathizers," Ritt 
said. 
"... movies and television 
wouldn't hire anyone whose 
name appeared in that book. 
And there were several hundred 
people listed." 


Ritt's zeal for his picture is 


reflected in his choice of a cast, 
some of whom were actually 
blacklisted. At the end film 
credits read: 
Zero Mostel — blacklisted in 
1948 
Hershel Bernardi — blacklisted 
in 1953 
Lloyd Gough — blacklisted in 
1951 
Walter Bernstein (screenplay) - 
blacklisted in 1950 


"Of course, Woody Allen was 


too young to have been around 
in the days of the blacklist," Ritt 
said.

The 1926 Chevrolet coach now 


seems like a quaint and char- 
ming little box on wheels, but it 
was "common as dirt" until the 
,early 1930s. The coach (or two- 
'door sedan) was a popular star in 
Chevrolet's line of body types 
after the mid-1920s. Many used 
ones remained in regular service 
during the Depression, when 
new cars were a luxury for those 
still employed. 


If not pushed beyond its con- 


fining limits, the simple 
overhead-valve, 4-cylinder 
engine of the pre-1929 
Chevrolets would last a long, 
long time, even after becoming 
noisy. Many of the old Chevy 
coaches of the 1920s were even- 
tually scrapped only because 
they looked old-fashioned and 
seemed a bore when compared 
to high-powered streamlined 
automobiles of 1935 and later. 
Then, too, the old Chevy coaches 
had wood-and-steel "composite" 
bodies which wore out from 
years of continual use over not- 
so-good roads. The wider, 
heavier side doors of a coach 
body were prone to sag — and 
not close tightly - after the 
wooden framework began to 
loosen and rot. 


In the earlier 1920s, the Model 


T Ford had reigned supreme in 
sales. But GM's Chevrolet 
caught and passed its rival — 
because of a more pleasing 
variety of body designs and 
colors, and also because 
Chevrolet was widely advertised

as a car that any woman could 
easily drive. It may have been 
the husband who went shopping 
for a new car, but often the 
wife's opinion influenced the 
final decision as to which car 
was chosen.

What's in a name? 
Shakespeare posed that ques- 


tion and then presumed "that 
which we call a rose by any other 
name would smell as sweet." 


Later, when Gertrude Stein 


pointed out that "a rose is a rose 
is a rose," it steered an unknown 
rhymster back to the subject of 
names with: 


"There's a wonderful family 
called Stein— 
There's Gert, and there's Epp 
and there's 
Ein; 


Gert's poems, are bunk, 
Epp's statues are junk, 


And no one can understand 
Ein." 


You go through life answering 


to a name selected by your 
parents and stamped upon you 
at birth It's something in which 
you had no voice or choice. You 
are stuck with it the rest of your 
da>s unless it bothers you 
enough to go to court and have it 
changed Mow and then a person 
with a jawbreaker of a family 
name takes legal action to make 
a change but less often is a Chris- 
tian name changed. 


Biblical Names 
Until perhaps a hundred years 


ago. many Old Testament names 
were still in use, no matter how 
archaic they sounded. New male 
arrivals were tagged with such 
names as Unsh, Moses, Elias, 
Ebenezer, Zachary, Seth, Jabez 
and other such names of Hebrew- 
origin Now those were names to 
conjure with! 


A parent of today would 


hesitate to saddle an offspring 
with any such moniker. 
However, many equally ancient 
Hebrew names — somewhat 
more euphonious, are as popular 
today as they ever were, \iz.: 
David, Thomas, Johnathan and 
Joseph, to mention a few. And 
the same goes for old Greek 
names: 
Peter, 
Paul, 


Christopher, Jason, and others. 


It applies to feminine names, 


as well. Sarah, Eve, Ruth, Ann, 
Deborah, Mary and Judith are 
Hebraic in origin and as old as 
the hills. So are Hepzibah, 
Jezebel, Zillah and Batsheba.

Some Names Shunned 
The first names of record, 


Adam and Eve, remain more or 
less common today. Presumably 
they were named by their 
Creator. Not so when humans 
started handing out given 
names The next generation in- 
cluded Cain and Abel. Abel has 
had a few namesakes over the 
centuries but Cain botched 
things up right away. You 
wouldn't name a son Cain any 
more than you would christen 
him Judas 


The Puritans appeared to 


prefer names for their daughters 
like Faith. Hope and Charity but 
today's youngsters are more apt 
to be Sharons and Karens, Anns 
and Jans, Barbaras and Joans. 
Psjchologists probably would 
tell us that it's a sign of 
something or other when a 


civilization ceases to use old 
pious names for its children. 


When it comes to colorful 


appellations, most every place 
has to yield to the ones that used 
to crop up among southern 
backwoods folk who selected 
names a bit on the casual side. 
You've heard of characters with 
names like Fear-God Pike or 
Pass-the-Jug McCoy. Or perhaps 
Don't-Reach Peelander or Corn- 
pone Hatfield. 


«ff-the-Caff 
We are too sophisticated now 


to name our kids off the cuff like 
that. Otherwise some youngsters 
might bear names like Turn- 
Down-That-Stereo Jones, Damn- 
the-Administration Anderson or 
Pizza-Again Johnson. 


American Indians seemingly 


never had to resort to using the 
same names as did the family in 
the teepee down the street. So 
far as is known there was only 
one Sitting Bull, one Rain in the 
Face, one Dull Knife, one 
Spotted Tail and one Crazy 
Horse. Not so in the white man's 
communities. 


A single schoolroom may now 


have half a dozen Donalds, three 
or four Judys and Billies and a 
couple of Jasons and Debbies. 


National Differences. 
Common given names are 


passed around to all nationalities 
but they come out different. 
Take the name John. A John in 
America or Britain would 
answer to the name of Jean in 
France, Giovanni in Italy, Juan 
in Spain, Joao in Portugal, 
Tohann in Germany, Jan in 
Holland and Ivan in Russia. 


All such names have a 


meaning, we are told. According 
to a dictionary- of Christian 
names, the meaning of John is 
"the gracious gift of God." 


Most Christian names have a 


country or nationality of origin, 
as well as a meaning. The names 
mentioned in the foregoing 
paragraphs have been Hebrew 
for the most part but common 
American names include just as 
many of Greek, Teutonic and 
" -tin origin. 


The name William is Teutonic 


and means "helmet of 
resolution." William may be Bill 
in America, but ne is Guillaume 
in France, Gugliemo in Italy, 
Guillermo in Spain and Wilhelm 
in Germany. 
" Edward is" AngloSaxon and 
means "rich guard," Charles is 
Teutonic in origin and means 
"strong, manly," Phyllis is a 
"green bough" and is Greek in 
origin. Susan is a Hebrew name 
meaning hly. 


Take the old Anglo-Saxon 


name Harold. It means "warrior 
power." if your name is Harold 
and you don't feel up to wielding 
a broadsword, don't let on. 
Remember the Harolds of old. 
There was a Harold I and a 
Harold II, both kings of 
England. They were no slouches 
on the battlefield in spite of the 
historic fact that Harold II ran 
up against William the 
Conquerer who put him out of 
business. 


many baby boys being named 
Harold today. Neither are there 
numerous christenings for a 
Lloyd, a Floyd, Lester, Orvil, 
Ralph, Clarence or an Arthur. 
Those were among the popular 
names of half a century or more 
ago. At labout that same time 
they were naming baby girls 
Helen, Lois, Bernice, Louise, 
Stella, Clara, Elsie, Florence, 
Ethel, Gladys, Fern and 
Mildred.

Zoo's Wildlife Park 
Like African Safari 


Cyclkal Condition 
Names appear to run in o cles, 


or generations. You won't find

San Diego (UPI) - Zoo 


visitors often are dismayed at 
how lethargic the animals are as 
they lie around in the shade, 
usually asleep. But now visitors 
to San Diego Zoo's unique wild 
animal park have an opportunity 
to see animals'in their natural 
habitat at night, when most 
animals are active. 


The 1,800-acre wildlife 


preserve, established 30 miles 
northeast of here four years ago 
to serve as a breeding ground for 
the zoo's larger animals, has 
developed into a major tourist 
attraction. 


Now, with the advent of night- 


time operation of the 50-minute 
monorail (the Wgasa Bush Line) 
safari, visitors are exposed to a 
different experience of sights, 
sounds and even smells. 


A Jew years ago staff members 


rode the monorail on a bright 
moonlit night and concluded it 
was a thrill to be shared. 


Veterinarians and park 


curators experimented 
with 


various colored lights and finally 
settled upon soft amber as being 
least disruptive to the animals. 
The lights, mounted on the side 
of the monorail cars, are turned 
on by the driver-narrator 
whenever approaching an area 
.where animals are likely to be. 


The wild animal park is unlike 


any other type of zoo, in that 
only the predator animals — 
cheetahs, lions and tigers — are 
isolated from the rest of the 
animal collection. The rest of the 
2,200 animals — representing 186 
species — are allowed to roam at 
will. They forage for food among 
the natural growth or eat from 
food and water provided by 
keepers. 


Nineteen of the animals are on 


the endangered species list, but 
the park is proud o! its 78 per- 
cent survival rate under which 14 
of the endangered species have 
successfully reproduced. 


Dr. James Dolan, general 


curator, says 
reproduction 


among animals in the park has 
been outstanding. "It is now 
possible for the park to supply 
certain species to other 
zoological institutions, thus 
eliminating their need to draw 
on the wild population," be said. 


Zoos throughout the country 


regularly receive animals from 
here because of the surpluses. 


To enter the park is to enter 


Afnra The entrance is through 


Nairobi Village, a 17-acre area 
with special exhibits, shops, 
amphitheaters, a giant aviary 
housing more than 100 African 
birds, and a gorilla grotto. 


The village is encompassed 


with lush vegetation represen- 
ting 500 different species of plant 
life. 


All .park employes wear 


typical safari garb — shorts and 
pith helmets. A restaurant is 
called the Mombasa Cooker. A 
two-mile hiking trail is called the 
Kilmanjaro Trail. 


Not every night is action night 


among the" animals of the park. 
Lucky visitors can see flocks of 
ostriches running pell-mell 
across open land, or a white 
rhinoceros challenging another 
who has invaded his territory. 
Wild deer and rabbits who live 
near the park have learned it is a 
safe haven which offers free 
food, and many can be seen 
along the route of the safari 
train. 


There are sounds to listen for 


on the night train also — like a 
herd of gnus barking, or the 
thunderous sound of an entire 
flock of ducks taking off from a 
pond. 


Seaside Resort 
Is Viet Bid 
For Tourists 


Bangkok, Thailand (UPI) — 


South Vietnamese 
authorities 


expect tourists to flock to an im- 
proved seaside resort which was 
once the U.S. Special Forces 
headquarters for Southeast Asia, 
according to Radio Hanoi. 


The radio said Nha Trang on 


the South China Sea "will be 
provided with hundreds of 
flower beds, and thousands of 
granite benches placed in eight 
big parks." 


Plans call for planting 8,000 


coconut trees, a network of neon 
lights and loudspeakers, and 
mannas for boats for hire.

Dallas 1963 Fictionalized 


The Star-Spangled 


Contract. By Jim 
Garrison; McGraw Hill. 
Former New Orleans District 


Atty. Jim Garrison is obsessed 
with assassination, I fear. He 
made headlines in the 1960s for 
his investigation of the JFK 
assassination, then wrote a book 
about it Now he has written a 
novel about it. 


Although set in the present or 


near future, the story is a thinly 
disguised rewrite. The names, 
places and some of the cir- 
cumstances are different from 
Dallas 1963, but the parallels are 
too numerous to be coincidence. 


For mstaice, bath Remedy 


and President Burlingame bad 
five-yeir-old ctiUrtn, although 
Burlingame's was a boy. Both 
had simmer homes in New 
England, alihttgh BtrBapme's 
was IB Maine. Both were ywug, 
idealistic president ut quite 
popular with their cwstttaeats. 


But the person of the Presi- 


dent actually was only incidental 
to this novel. Its chief character 
was assassination, embodied by 
unscrupulous Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and their Defense 
Intelligence Agency, the Central 
Intelligence Agency, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and 
several other unnamed, vague 
and definitely sinister secret 
government agencies. 


this obsession renders the 


book both compelling and 
repulsive. 


At the beginning, the reader 


enters a world (fictional, I hope) 
where violence is a way of life. 
The first chapter opeas with 


assassination practice. Then the 
assassins are assassinated. And 
so on throughout the novel 


One man working against in- 


credible odds is trying to save 
the President's life. All the agen- 
cies mentioned above are on the 
other side. I, perhaps naively, 
find this state of affairs un- 
believable. The rationale is that 
if the young, idealistic President 
is assassinated, the agencies will 
be able to get a man of their 
own, or one they can control, 
into the top office and American 
government can remain a 
military dictatorship disguised 
as a democracy. 


But when the Washington Post 


is found to have an agent among 
its executives, I boDer fool. 
Maybe Garrison knows a lot 
more than any of os about in- 
telligence operatives' penetra- 
tion of aD facets of fife or maybe 
be's just paranoid. I suspect 
there may be a middle ground 
between the two extremes, since 
there have been some recent 
revelations about iaQtntion of 
the news media aid many other 
wafts of fife. However, I refuse 
to believe there is an agent 
behind every tree. 


Despite the proliferation of 


violence and spies, the story is 
fascinating. McFemn's deter- 
mination to prevent the 
assassination is everyman 
battling government bu- 
reaucracy, even though most 
battles are on a much less lethal 
level. 


"Who the bell is in charge of 


the plan?" is McFernn's biggest 
question It also is the biggest 


question of many people trying 
to get answers from Washington 
— or even City Hall. And, pity 
poor McFerrin and everyman, 
government wins. 


Of course Walnut is also in- 


triguing. It is the computer 
shared by all the intelligence 
agencies, with invisible mem- 
branes to prevent cross- 
diversion of information. It has 
stored an incredible amount of 
information about nearly 
everyone. Hmmmm, does it real- 
ly exist? I wouldn't be surprised. 


The element of suspense 


likewise keeps Garrison's 
readers booked. Will McFerrin 
swxeed? For a while, it looks 
like he might The plan far Kan- 
sas Ot) didn't come eli. 


An untrustworthy female 


steps in then. Actually, none of 
the women in the novel were 
worth a damn. McFemn's was 
married to another man and 
failed McFerrin when be needed 
her. A regular stereotype. But 
then Garrison used a stereotype 
against McFerrin, too. Who 
would expect a dumpy middle- 
aged woman to be an assassin? 


All in all, reading Garrison's 


book is an interesting if 
somewhat nauseating way to 
pass a rainy afternoon.

On Reading 


Never lend books, for no one 


ever returns them; the only 
books I have in my library are 
books that otter toft have lent 


Dick writes of sod construc- 


tion, fuel, fences, water, trees, 
the search for sweets, railroads, 
grasshoppers, prairie fires, 
storms, ranching, land-west of 
the 100th Meridian, dry farming 
and irrigation. 


By separating these factors in 


frontier development, the author 
has performed a valuable ser- 
vice. Untangled from the web of 
political history and described in 
great detail, each element 
becomes more meaningful and 
its role more evident. 


Throughout, the descriptions 


of pioneer tribulations are vivid. 
You feel the heat of the prairie 
fire, you choke in the raging dust 
storm, you chill in the blizzard, 
you shrink from the swarming 
hordes of grasshoppers. But 
always you are brought back to 
the triumphs over these adver- 
sities. 


Scores ef researchers have 


written about various facets of 
frontier history. Other Nebraska 
historians — notably James 
C. Olson, Addison E. Sheldon, 
Alfred T. Andreas, J. Sterling 
Morton and Grant L. Shumway 
— have contributed heavily to 
the rich record of Nebraska. 
Now social historian Dick relates 
most tellingly the story of people 
and their environment. 


Dick's vocabulary suffers no 


deficiencies, but he does not 
send the reader to the dictionary 
to understand what be is writing 
about This is nonetheless a 
scholarly work with extensive 
footnotes. It is a book for experts 
and laymen — an everyman's ac- 
count of the conquest of these 
plains. 


It proves to be an extraor- 


dinary tale of how man has 
learned to cooperate with nature 
to make this once-foroidding 
area a pleasant homeland and a 
productive source of food for 
millions. 


Nebraska's creative authors — 


John Neihardt, IVfari Sandoz, 
Willa Cather and Wright Morris 
— are joined by Everett Dick, a 
distinguished writer of fact who 
also makes words sing the song 
of history.

There May Be More Commercials

New York — Viewers who feel 


there are too many commercials 
on television are apt to find the 
situation worsening rather than 
improving A move is under way 
to add an extra minute of adver- 
tising in every half hour of 
network prime time That really 
means two more commercials 
per half-hour — a total of 12 
more for a single evening — 
because most commercials today 
are in the half-minute form. 


It is not the networks that are 


pushing the idea — although, to 
be sure, they're not trying very 
hard to beat it down — but 
rather national advertisers who 
for years have been complaining 
about the commercial excesses 
that alreadv. exist Not, of 
course, for the reasons that 
viewers find them annoying, but 
because the> dilute the ability of 
the spots to get their message

neutralize such opposition. At 
the moment what is being 
explored is the possibility of 
shanng the commercial increase 
with the stations, letting them, 
for example, have one of the 
four new half-minutes an hour to 
sell locally. For a station to add 
three half-minutes a night in the 
peak viewing hours can amount 
to hundreds of thousands of ad- 
ditional dollars a year. 


As the situation stands now, 


the networks, aware that either 
way they are bound to come out 
ahead, are keeping aloof from 
the issue

Boycott 
Idea Has 
Dangers

New York — Nicholas John- 


son, formerly a member of the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission and now chairman of 
the National Citizens Committee 
for Broadcasting, is vigorously 
attacking programs that do 
"injury to people and the 
nation." He sees TV becoming a 
college for crime, crammed with 
courses in everything from 
mugging to arson. 


Reasonable observers, par- 


ticularly those with no financial 
stake in broadcasting, will cer- 
tainly sympathize with John- 
son's anxieties, but I have reser- 
vations about one of his current 
solutions That is, to identify 
sponsors whose products are 
advertised on what he considers 
violent programs, and, 
presumably, to encourage 
boycotting of those products 


The concern is understan- 


dable, but the tactics could be 
dangerous If sponsors are en- 
couraged to ignore programming 
objectionable to the watchdog 
organization, they can also be 
encouraged to ignore other 
programming that may be con- 
sidered objectionable for entire- 
Iv different reasons 


Thev may, for instance avoid 


association with a play by 
Tennessee Williams or David 
Rabe The entire question of 
sponsors getting involved in the 
content of a program is complex 
and potentially incendiar)

In 1971 1972 1973 and 1974 the 


coins used in the specimen sets 
bore a star mintmark not pre- 
sent on the regular coins issued 
for circulation, thus each coin 10 
these sets' is a limited issue la 
1971 there were 175,909 sets and

only 201281 five-agorot 


pieces were struck in 1965 and

"My theory is that if I spend a 
^ lot of time with the athletes as

"I don't 
0 have any data to back that up, 
S but that's my theory." 
1 Fall Seminars 
•3 Walsh has freshmen athletes 


attend a week of seminars 
before the fall semester. 


"We talk about taking notes 


and tests and how to study for 
tests, how to best read a text- 
book, learning about Love 
Library and budgeting time. 


"I think they kind of enjoy the 


library seminar," she continued. 
"We have kind of a scavenger 
hunt so they learn how to use the 
library and its systems." 


Love Library has a reputation 


with many University students 
as being unconquerable. 


And then there is study hall. 


Three times a week, Walsh 
meets with the athletes in 
Selleck Quadrangle. 


"Coach (Tom) Osborne started 


study hall when he was 
academic counselor. When he 
says either go to study hall or 


don't play, they listen," she said. 


Football and basketball 


freshmen scholarship athletes 
are required to attend study hall, 
but it is open to upperclassmen 
as well. When necessary, Walsh 
requires students having trouble 
to attend. 


Pre-registering 
Study hall isn't the only con- 


tact she has with athletes. Walsh 
helps the coaches recommend to 
the athletes what to do when 
arriving at Nebraska and what 
classes to pre-register for that 
fall. 


"I suppose the biggest 


challenge is to find classes that 
will interest the athlete. Some 
are reluctant learners. We have 
some 'un-learning' to do when a 
student doesn't think learning is 
worth the work. Going to college 
is more than credits. It's an idea 
that you'll be better prepared to 
converse with people and handle 
all kinds of situations. 


"Pro football is a goal of most 


of the scholarship athletes. But 
it is such an ephemeral career. 
You may or may not make it. I 
try to tell them they should have 
a backup," Walsh said. 


Nebraska has the highest 


percentage in the Big Eight of 
pro football players with 
degrees. The NU figure is 80%. 


And Walsh doesn't stop when 


they turn pro. 


Pros Encouraged 
"Coach Osborne encourages 


them to come back and continue 
school and help with spring prac-

tice. So I contact them and help 
get them re-admitted and 
registered for second semester," 
she said. 


Walsh doesn't pressure the 


athletes. If someone wants to be 
a doctor, she registers him in 
Chemistry 109 and waits for him 
to decide for himself. 


"The athletes I work with 


generally have five years of 
funded school. Most of them 
would prefer not to be 
redshirted, but I'm sure with 
hindsight, Bob Martin or Rik 
Bonness wouldn't have minded a 
little less pressure. 


"I used to think the redshirt 


year would be the hardest for an 
athlete since he wouldn't be 
doing what he likes — playing 
football. But the statistics don't 
support that," she said. 


Strain on Athlete 
"One thing is certain. Foot- 


ball, or any other sport, is not a 


part-time job to these boys As 
football goes, so goes the rest of 
his life. The ups and downs of 
playing affect his studying and 
his off-field attitude. It's a 
tremendous strain on the 
athlete," Walsh said 


"Football players especially 


have the reputation as bang 
coddled. When an athlete is 
having trouble with a class, I'm 
reluctant to step in, [or fear of 
adding fuel to that fire. But they 
can't take any more snap classes 
than the rest of the student pop- 
ulation can." 


It was because of a few 


suggestions to Osborne when he 
was academic counselor that 
Walsh got the job Osborne had 
been looking for someone to fill 
in for him since his coaching 
duties were increasing 


"Then it was a part-time job, 


but now, with 250 athletes, it's 
more than a full-time job," said 
Walsh. "And the most common 
question I get outside the office 
now is, "Is everybody eligible?"

Thirty-seven lettermen are 


back from a team that won its 
first 10 games before dropping 
the final pair to the Sooners (No. 
1 in the country) and eventual 
No. 2 Arizona State.

Nebraska coach Tom Osborne 


isn't sure he likes the honor of 
being tabbed for the league 
championship and possible No. 1 
finish. 


"National championships are 


won on the field of play, not in 
pre-season balloting by the 
sports writers," Osborne reasons. 
"Being placed at the head of a 
Top 10 list only tends to fire up 
our opponents And, we have to 
work extra hard to avoid com- 
placency on our own squad." 


"Wide Open Affair" 
Osborne enters his fourth cam- 


paign as the Husker head man 
with a 28-7-1 record. But he 
warns against being too quick to 
rdegate Oklahoma to the also 
ran pile 


"I look for the Big Eight race- 


to be a wide open affair," 
Osborne says, "with Oklahoma 
not as 'down' as the Sooners 
would like everyone to think. We 
expect to make a serious bid for 
the title, but there's no indica- 
tion the job will be any less dif- 
ficult than any other year. The 
Big Eight is what the ultimate in 
college football is all about - 
the finest possible competition 
each and every Saturday

"We will have a respectable 


football team," Switzer says in 
understatement, "but we will 
not dominate because we no 
longer have an edge in talent " 


But don't be fooled into 


thinking the two-time national 


champs don't have plenty of fine 
athletes in the wings who are 
ready to move to center stage. 


The Sooners vaunted 


wishbone may have some cracks, 
the quarterback may lack 
experience and the line may 
need work. But any opponent 
who figures to snap that 
wishbone at will, may find 
himself with the short end. 
Colorado 
Watch out for a Buffalo

Colorado has consistently- 


ranked high in the league's 
offensive statistics. Defense has 
been the Buffs' downfall. 


When coach Bill Mallory

Anytime you have three 


talented receivers battling for 
one position — and each 
possesses the ability to catch a 
football like he has glue on his 
fingers — you have a very sticky 
situation.

Shamblin and Chuck Malito are 
considered three of the finest 
receivers in Cornhusker football 
history. Trouble is, they aD are 
trying to make Nebraska history 
at the same time. 


Each is approaching his final 


Bobby Thomas . . . working harder. 


season as a Husker. Each has 
proven his talent. And each has 
precisely the same goal - to be 
Nebraska's No. 1 split end. 


While they share the same 


goal on the football field that's 
where the similarities end. 


Malito and Shamblin are tall, 


lanky and white, while Thomas 
is short, compact and black. But 
Shamblin has the weight to 
match his height, while Malito, 
by his own admission, is skinny. 


Their approaches to the un- 


easy situation is as diverse as the 
areas of the United States they 
come from. 


Thomas, from the coal mines 


of Pennsylvania is, cool. Malito, 
out of the Rocky Mountains of 
Colorado, is frustrated. And 
Shamblin, who comes from the 
sunny beaches of California, is 
bitter. 


Thomas Philosophy 
"You just have to do the job 


and not worry about it," said 
Thomas, who grew up in King of 
Prussia, Pa. "If something 
doesn't come my way, I'll just 
work harder to get it." 


A native of La Verne, Calif., 


Shamblin's bitterness stems 
from the fact he had a solid lock 
on the No. 1 job three years ago. 
But a knee injury forced him to 
miss an entire season. When he 
returned a year ago, he found 
himself battling just to make the 
traveling squad. 


"I can thank my lucky stars 


Malito was hurt some of the 
time last year or I probably 
wouldn't have played at all," 
Shamblin said. "But they 
(Malito and Thomas) can thank 
their lucky stars I got hurt, 
also." 


Malito, recruited out of 


Lakewood, Colo., said the 
frustration that bothered him in 
the past has started to fade. 


"At first it was very, very 


frustrating," Malito said. "You 
think back to high school when 
you're the only one and know 
you will play all the time. Here 
it's not that way. 


"Sure, I want to play more, 


but there is no use fighting it." 


Some Tension 
Friendship, even if it has been 


forced upon them by the many 
hours they spend together in 
practice, unites the three. But 
there is also tension. 


"Chuck likes to play psych 


games with Bobby and me and 
we've told him to cool it," 
Shamblin said. "I've known 
Chuck for five years and he is 
hard to get to know. He doesn't 
let us get too close. 


"Bobby is a good friend, a 


close friend," Shamblin con- 
tinued. "We play tennis and golf 
together. Chuck is married so I 
don't see him socially like I do

watched the nationally televised 
game. 


His parents and two sisters 


live in Colorado. His father is 
school superintendant in Kersey 
while his sisters live in other 
towns. Jana, 26, is an English 
teacher, and Barbara, 25, is 
married and works for an elec- 
tronics firm. 


Butterfield's parents, Duane 


and Naida, attend all Nebraska 
home games and most road con- 
tests. In 1974, however, Butter- 
field's father suffered a heart at- 
tack at the Nebraska-Kansas 
game and was hospitalized in 
Lawrence for a month. He has 
recovered, but it is moments like 


this which have heightened 
Butterfield's respect for his 
parents. 


"You look back and realize 


they did some things they didn't 
have to do," Butterfield said. 
"You realize that a lot more 
when you're not around them 
that much anymore." 


World War II 
Butterfield's father, at age 19, 


was fighting in the Pacific in 
World War fi.

Farm Boy at Heart 
You'd expect a person the size 


of Lingenfelter to be a ferocious 
bear — and on the football field 
he's more than most opponents 
can handle — but off the field 
he's more like a big teddy bear. 


A farm boy at heart — that's 


where he'll return after his foot- 
ball playing days — Lingenfelter 
has always thrived on hard work. 


It's that kind of dogged deter- 


mination which has made the 
Lingenfelter family farm a 
successful operation and which 
has made 21-year-old Bob a pop- 
ular pre-season all-American as 
he moves into his senior year. 


"I first drove a tractor when I 


was five years old," big Bob 
recalls.

Mention the name Sam Fran- 


cis to any faithful Nebraska fan, 
and the stories and memories 
will start to flow.

Red fans probably will find it 
hard to believe it was 40 years 
ago this fall that Samuel 
Harrison Francis played his last 
football for Nebraska. 


Those were golden days in

National Champ 
He won the shot put in a 


national high school meet at the 
1933 Chicago World's Fair. He 
lettered in track three years at 


Sam Francis 


Francis was one of the brightest 
stars. 


Finished Second 
rntil Johnny Rodgers came 


along in 1972" to capture the 
Heisman Trophy, Francis was 
the Nebraska player who came 
closest to winning the coveted 
award lip finished second in the 
1936 
balloting behind Larry 


Keliey of Yale. 


Like 1976. 1936 was an Olym- 


pic year and Sam Francis dis- 
played his brilliant athletic abili 
ty as he made the United States 
team in the shot put and traveled 
to the games in Berlin.

He 
remained in the Army 29 years 


and retired as a full colonel. 


Francis and his wife Lyn have 


two sons, born 15 years apart. 
The oldest, Tim, is a hospital ad- 
ministrator in Ponca City, Okla., 
and the youngest, Mark, is a stu- 
dent at the University of 
Missouri. 


Francis said he believes for 


every good athlete in his day,

Pruitt, Criminal Justice Major, Serious About Football 


Low key, steady, dedicated to 


detail, totally serious, un- 
believably quiet. That's how 
Nebraska defensive tackle Ron 
Pruitt plays football and that's 
how he operates off the field. 


Although he enjoys a good 


laugh as much as anyone, Pruitt 
does not like humor when it in- 
terferes with business. That at- 
titude is probably why he came 
to Nebraska from Compton, 
Calif. 


Pruitt had signed a Pacific 


Eight Conference letter of intent 
with UCLA. He chained his 
mind and signed a national letter 
with Nebraska. 


"I didn't like Pepper 


Rodgers," he recalls. "Every 


time I'd see him on TV, he was 
laughing or joking. My first high 
school coach was like that when 
I was a sophomore. He laughed 
and joked his way through a 5-4 
season when we should have 
been a lot better." 


Opting for what he thought 


was a more solid and serious 
program, Pruitt fit in right away 
at Nebraska. He became a 
starter at defensive tackle as a 
sophomore. 


His first game also ranks as 


his most memorable — a 40-13 
win over UCLA in Tom 
Osbome's 
nationally-televised 


debut as a head coach. "People 
still talk about watching that 


game whenever I go home," he 
points out. 


Pruitt, 6-3, 225, says he comes 


by his quietness naturally. "I 
have two older brothers," he 
explains. "One's 27 and the 
other's 26.1 learned from them. 
I saw what they went through 
and watched how they handled 
problems."

Because he weighed 189 


pounds in the sixth grade, Pruitt 
encountered most of his 
problems early.

Roughing Quarterback 
Infraction More Costly 


Roughing the quarterback in 


. college football could be a costly 
? act under new rules for the game 


this season. 


» The NCAA Football Rules 
| Committee has ordered a 15- 


yard penalty for roughing 
quarterbacks, even if the play is 
completed, with the penalty to 
take effect at the point at which 
the play ends. 


In the past, the penalty, which 


also was 15 yards, was stepped 
off from the line of scrimmage. 
Under the new code, if the play 
results in a touchdown, the 
penalty will be imposed against 
the offending team on the sub- 
sequent kickoff. 


Blocking rules also have been 


extensively rewritten in an 
attempt to make the game safer. 
They define the legal use of 
hands and arms in blocking or to 
supplement a shoulder block: 


1. The hands shall be in ad- 


vance of the elbows. 


2. The hand shall be inside the 


frame of the blocker's body and 
below the shoulder of the 
blocker and his opponent. 


3. The hands and arms shall be 


parallel to the ground. 


4. The arms shall not be 


extended more than one-half of a 
full expansion. 


5. The hands shall be cupped 


or closed with the palms not 
facing the opponent. 


6. The hands and arms shall 


not bt used to deliver a blow. 


7. The hands and arms shall 


not be used to grasp, pull, encir- 
cle or lift an opponent. 


8. The hands or arms shall not 


be used to lock or clamp an op- 
ponent. 


9. In no block shall the hands 


be locked. 


The definition of spearing has 


been broadened to include any 
deliberate use of the helmet in 
an attempt to stop an opponent: 
No player shall use his helmet, 
or butt or ram an opponent. 
Furthermore, no player shall in- 
tentionally strike a runner with 
the crown or top of his helmet. 


Another change in the interest 


of safety was to make hip pads 
and thigh pads mandatory equip- 
ment for participating in a game. 


Finally, if a player swings or 


kicks at another player and mis- 
ses, such action will be con- 
strued as a "gesture or action 
which provokes ill will."

Much to the 
surprise of the record industry, 
Bradshaw's song became a best 
seller on the prized Billboard 
and Record World charts. 


Half a year later and with a 


new pro football season ap- 
proaching, Nashville's office of 
the company recording Terry 
has featured him on an album. 


Four of the 11 songs in this 


selection are by Roger Miller — 
-Absence," "A World I Can't 
Uve in," "The Last Word in 
Lonesome Is Me," and "Less 
and Less." "The Last Word in 
Lonesome Is Me" also has been 
Issued as a single. 


Bradshaw's voice is real coun- 


try, the kind of tone that the old- 
timers had. There is a good nasal

Dad Good Teacher 
Randy says the Lessmans live 


on a deadend street that is 70 
yards long. "My dad could con- 
sistently kick a ball the length of 
the street. So I had a good 
teacher." 


The elder Lessman, who has 


always been called "Jiggs", was 
born in Lincoln. 


"He got the nickname because 


he and his twin sister (Mrs. Bud 
Irons of Lincoln) were called 
'Maggie and Jiggs'," Randy 
explains. "He did the punting for 


Lincoln High when he went 
there." 


Randy was recruited by the 


Cornhuskers as a defensive end. 


"My first spring with the varsi- 


ty the Nebraska coaches 
switched me to linebacker," 
Lessman recalls. "Then they 
asked that I just concentrate on 
being a punter." 


Contributes To Team 
Lessman admits he was 


bothered at first, fearing he 
wouldn't be considered a 
"complete" football player as a 
punting specialist. 


"I realize now that I still con- 


tribute to the success of the 
team," Lessman says. "And this 
way I can concentrate and work 
hard on my specialty." 


In two seasons, Lessman (6-3, 


205) has booted the ball 109 
times and has had no kicks 
blocked. He also has had very 
few returned by the opposition 
— only 35 for a mere 80 yards. 


By comparison, the Big 


Eight's top average punter, Cliff 
Parsley of Oklahoma State (44.8 
yards on 58 kicks last season) 
had 36 returned for 241 yards 
and a touchdown last year alone. 


Lessman's two-year average is 


39.1 yards. It was 39.8 last 
season. 


Lessman Hangs Ball 
The secret of his success is his 


"hang time" of between 4.5 to 5 
seconds, which enables the 
Huskers to get down under the 
kick and prevent returns. 
Longest runback against NU last 
season was 20 yards. Most of the 


others went for zero or minus 
yards. 


"I hope to have a shot at pro 


ball," Lessman admits. "The 
pros are interested in someone 
who can kick the ball high, like I 
do, not in distance alone." 


Lessman says that in case a 


pro career doesn't blossom, he is 
taking courses in management, 
marketing and salesmanship to 
be prepared to join his father's 
firm. 


In preparing for his third

Western Hospitality 
Class C also gave a show of the 


sportsmanship that is a priority 
item in high school activities 
when Scribner from eastern 
Nebraska received what is com- 
monly known as "good old 
western Nebraska hospitality" 
for its stay in Grant before and 
after the C-2 championship game 
won by Grant. 


The Class D highlight had to 


be the unusual number of out- 
standing athletes for a school the 
size of Nelson, the handy state 
champion. These same athletes 
later won the Class D basketball 
championship for their school. 


Eight-man lived up to its high- 


scoring, wide-open offensive 
reputation, with 74 points 
recorded by both teams in two of 
the three play-off games.

Ed Davis was told he'd make 


an excellent wide receiver. Gary 
1 lager had dreams of following 
in the footsteps of his brother 
Tim, an all-state quarterback at 
Lincoln Southeast. 


An ideal team the pair would 


make. Or so they thought after 
their sophomore season two 
-.ears ago. 


At the time, both were reserve 


quarterbacks behind Gary's 
brother Tim. They talked, 
several times, about ap- 
proaching Southeast head coach 
Frank Solich and telling him of 
their plan to move Davis to wide 
receiver. 


Good Hands 
"We always chickened out," 


Davis admits. "That's what I 
wanted to play at the time. 
When I was little, I went to a 
football clinic at Lincoln High. 
There were split ends from the 
I'niversity helping and they told 
me I should try out for split end 
because I have such good 
hands." 


Davis has put his "good 


hands" to good work, but not at 
>plit end. 


Hager. who showed early signs 


of developing into a solid 
quarterback candidate, ended up 
as a wide receiver. And guess 
who's tossing those passes to 
him? None other than Davis. 


The turnabout made the two 


juniors the best quarterback- 
receiver combination in the state 
last year with Hager, playing in 
just six games at split end, 
leading all the state's receivers 
in yardage (488) and catches (46) 


and earning Class A all-state 
recognition. 


Decision Made 
"It was a strange situation," 


Hager said of the move that put 
him at split end. "Coach Solich 
had told us before the season 
that whoever didn't make it at 
quarterback would get a shot at 
split end. 


"After the first two games I 


was really discouraged because I 
hadn't gotten to try split end 
yet," 
Hager says. "Then one 


Saturday, coach Solich asked me 
to run a few patterns. I played a 
little at end the next game and 
started all the rest after that." 


Hager's quarterback training 


has helped him most as a 


"Playing quarterback gave me 


the opportunity to learn and 
recognize what the different 
defenses were designed to do,'" 
Hager says. "It got to the point 
where if I saw something 
different as I left the huddle, I'd 
yell something at Ed and we'd 
change the pattern." 


The pair has grown closer 


because they're no longer com- 
petitors. 


Working Together 
As a result of their friendship, 


the two work out together, even 
if it means some odd hours. 


"Last spring, we'd get 


together at 8am, before school, 
and run patterns in the school 
gym," Hager said. "We haven't 
had much time during the 
summer because we work 
different hours, but we're 
working more together now." 


"Our 
spring workouts were 


kind of tough with Gary out for 


track and rne baseball," Davis 
said. "But working in the mor- 
ning was perfect." 


Ironically, Southeast wasn't 


planning on much of a passing 
attack last season until the two 
gained prominence. 


"You look at the first three 


games last year and we only 
averaged 18 yards passing," 
Hager says. "But then teams 
started to key on our big backs, 
so we started putting the ball 
into the air and nobody seemed 
to notice." 


Helpful Brother 
When Davis hasn't been 


around to work with Gary on his 
patterns, Gary's brother, Tim, a 
quarterback candidate at the 
University of Nebraska, picked 
up the slack. 


"I think Tim has helped an 


awful lot this summer," Gary 
said. "He's showed me patterns 
and helped me spot weaknesses. 
He's been great." 


Hager's switch to split end has 


made him confident he can play 
college ball. 


"I think the prospects of 


playing college football are 
better for me at split end," Gary 
says. "I'd like to play on any 
level. But it (playing receiver) 
also helps with training as a 
defensive back. I guess that's 
probably where I would have the 
best chance." 


Hager and Davis have a great 


deal of confidence in each other. 


"Before Gary started playing 


end, I just threw 17 passes in 
three games and completed 
three to our guys and three to 
the opponents," Davis says. 
"But now I know if I get the ball 
to Gary, he'll catch it."

year-old Russian-bom nov- 
elist, best known for his novel "Lolita," who lives in 
theMontreux-Palace Hotel in Montreux, Switzerland. 
Nabokov, author of 18 novels, describes himself as 
"an American writer bom in Russia and educated in 
England, where I studied French literature before 
spending 15 years in Berlin." Nabokov was born in 
St. Petersburg in 1899, raised in Czarist Russia, the 
son of wealthy aristocrats. As a young man he in- 
herited $2 million from a rich uncle, lost it to the 
Communist revolution. In 'the 1920/s and '30's he 
lived in Berlin and Paris, two cities of exile for Russian 
emigres. He married Evssevna Slonim, the daughter 
of a Russian Jewish industrialist. They have a son, 
Dimitri, who is an opera singer. 


In 1940 Nabokov came to the US., taught Slavic 


languages at Stanford University, taught other sub- 
jects at Wellesley, Harvard and Cornell. In 1955 he 
wrote "Lolita," the story of a middle-aged professor's 
obsession for a 12-year-old nymphet. It was turned 
down by American publishers, was eventually 
brought out by Olympia Press in Paris. The novel 
rocketed Nabokov to worldwide acclaim. Literary 
critics consider Nabokov the most original and 
talented stylist since the late James Joyce. He is not 
an easy novelist to read but surely a worthy one. 


Q. Actress tuise Rainer, who won Oscars for 'The 
Good Earth" and 'The Great Ziegfeld"—does she 
stiH live in Vienna? How old is she? Is she finished 
with pictures?—Carl Stemweiss, Clifton, N.I.

Spreads most often change. Danahy finds, 


because bookmakers learn that a key player 
has been injured in practice and, as he says, 
"go like wildfire before if s publicized." Or 
a team accustomed to mild weather will be 
playing in a city where the temperature has 
suddenly plunged. Also, he cites a game in 
which the Philadephia Eagles were favored 
in 23 cities by 1'/j points over the St Louis 
Cardinals. But in St. Louis, bookies required 
the Cardinals to win by more than 3 points 
before a bettor could collect. Danahy's 
reasoning: "Heart money—a lot of fans in 
St. Louis betting the Cards regardless of the 
spread. So these bookies fatten the spread 
and take advantage of 'em." 


In a recurring situation, there were no 


developments to explain why the spread on 
the Minnesota Vikings increased from 14 to 
16 points over the Chicago Bears. Danahy's 
conclusion: non-gambling bookmakers. By 
trading bets with each other, these big 
bookies arrange equal amounts of money 
on both teams in a game. Then, whatever 
the score, the bookie always wins the 10 
percent service charge imposed on all bets 
—which often exceeds $35,000 a week. But 
gamblers had so much money on the Vikings 
that bookies needed to slow bets on that 
team and draw more on the Bears. 


Danahy must check out rumors that some 


members of teams are assisting gamblers. A 
retired general, for example, claimed to 
"make all the bets" for a Viking coach until, 
confronted by the NFL, he admitted that he 
did not know him. Sixty players said to be 
providing inside dope turned out to be im- 
personators. 


Fair weather friends 


Private detectives observe the teams and 


find that dozens of times a season gamblers 
are befriending a player, coach or owner. 


Once warned, all such persons have then 


avoided those gamblers, Danahy says. 


But the gamblers' search for the edge is 


relentless. Their occasional penetrations 
were underscored when New York police 
secretly operated a bookmaking room from 
1973-75—accepting $102 million in bets— 
in order to infiltrate large bookmaking or- 
ganizations. Wiretaps showed that two 
bookies were extracting from a losing, er- 
ratic team's doctor what they considered 
valuable details about injured players. The 
bookies were so hungry for an advantage 
that they ignored the professional gamblers' 
logic: avoid erratic teams. The bookies bet

ith the National Football League sea- 
son approaching, the Chicago Bears 
listened to a report by exuberant, 
57-year-old Jack Danahy, the NFL's 


director of security. He began by holding up 
a large photograph of a man whom many 
players recognized as the "sports nut" who 
always bought the drinks when the Bears 
met in a restaurant before flying to a game. 


"This guy," said Danahy, "is really the 


No. 3 man in the Chicago crime syndicate. 
Come on, you gotta look over your shoul- 
ders good—the underworld gamblers trying 
to get the edge in betting don't have a big 
'C'on their shirt" 


Danahy learned of the attempt to infil- 


trate the Bears because another "fan" at the 
bar was really the FBI man who follows the 
gangster on weekends. Since 1968, Danahy 
has operated pro football's counterintelli- 
gence program with many of the same techr 
niques he used during his 26 earlier years 
as an FBI agent. In World War II he was a 
member of the FBI's German intelligence 
squad and later a supervisor of the Soviet 
Espionage, Organized Crime and Gambling 
sections. 


"Whether he's a KGB spy or big Mafia 


gambler," says Danahy, "you can't wait until 
he's got a goodie and then chase him. You'd 
better be set to bag him before he gets it." 


Indeed, the 28 million Americans who 


bet $2 billion a season on pro football in- 
clude scores of large bookmakers and gam- 
blers hungry for information that can result 
in a betting coup: Is a team overconfident? 


Is morale high for a game or is the team torn 
by dissension? Is the star player troubled by 
illness, injuries, debts or a divorce ? 


There are 6500 gamblers known to have 


credit ratings with bookmakers of $2000 
to $10,000 a week. 


The counterintelligence against such gam- 


blers begins as soon as the NFL's 28 teams 
start training. Visiting each club, Danahy ex- 
plains how gamblers try to spy on them 
every way from planting eavesdropping de- 
vices in coaches' rooms to "friends" in liv- 
ing rooms. His voice rises with each ex- 
ample: 150 of 295 business offers to players 
and coaches, he's learned, have come from 
con men and gamblers. One team's favorite 
bartender was, when stripped of his alias 
and toupee, a bookmaker. 


Look out for women 


During these sessions, Danahy has Charles 


Jackson Jr., the NFL's tackle-size assistant 
investigator, tell how gamblers will try to 
both gain information and affect a game: "A 
bookie'll put a good-looking doll on you 
and here you're talking football and laugh- 
ing to yourself that classy women 'sure go 
for pro football stars like me.' Next thing, 
the doll wants you to have a little more fun 
and play taster's choice—grass [marijuana] 
or coke [cocaine]. Least some booze. She 
tells the gambler, 'Way I been squeezing 
this wide receiver, he ain't gonna catch no 
passes Sunday.'"

Thanks in large part to 
these recent developments, gout pa- 
tients can now expect to keep their 
condition in check and even enjoy 
near-normal diets.

"Effective control 
of gout has been achieved through in- 
creasing knowledge of the pathophysi- 
ology of the disease and the rapid prog- 
ress in the introduction of new drugs in 
recent years," the two physicians write.
